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Zionism and the Mandate. 


In addressing 2 Zionist meeting at Leeds 
WEIZMANN spoke in a distinctly minor key. 
of Zionism manifesting iteelf in a new Palestine, not in the 
confident tones we have been used to from him but with a 
halting and dependent note. It was not a Palestine as Jewish 
as England is English that Dr. We!zMANN presented to the mind's 
eye of his audience. It was a Palestine to stand or fal) by the British 
Mandate, the Jewish National Home there conditional upon some 
Dice political. balance to be maintained between Arabs and Jews 
by Great Britain and the League of Nations. It is not very

account for the new spirit that appears tc pervade the Zionist 


leader. Ur. WEIZMANN is sufficiently a politician to provide himself 
with an umbrella when the horizon is dark with gathering clouds. 
We know that Sir HERPERT SAMUEL is anxious, above al! things, to 
travel back to Palestine, like the dove sent out from the Ark of old, 
bringing a symbol of satisfaction to the Arabs there. We know 


that the HIGH COMMISSIONER has attended more than one conference 


with the Executive of the Zionist Organisation, and has been in close 


communication during his stay in this country with the Colonial 
-ecretary. It is obvious that Mr. CnURcHILL, the Government of 
which he is & member having enough and to spare of troubles 
at home and abroad, would be glad to seize any opportunity of 
staying for the moment the Arab agitation in Palestine. and of prevent- 
ing what Sir HERBERT SAMUEL bas declared is certain to eventuate 
in @ more or. less general rising throughout the country. No 
(covernment, placed in the position of the present one, would elect 
otherwise than to choose the path of least resistance: and it is 
unquestionable that, as between the Arabs on one side and the Jews 
on the other, the less resistant element is assuredly the Jewish. 
Thus, taking one thing with another, we do not think that we are very 
inistaken in supposing that some sort of intimation has reached the 
-ioniet leader to the effect that, things being as they are in Palestine, 
aud with all the opposition elsewhere to the Zionist policy there, the 
Government is now disposed to proceed with that policy only in the 
most attenuated if not anwmic conception of it. In other words, if 
seems clear to us that the Government is bent upon whittling down 
the Balfour Declaration to a meré shred, and putting upon the 
expression it contained—a National Home for the Jewish people—a 
very different construction from that which, by implication, the 
Government attached to it when Mr. BaLrour wrote his historic 
letter to Lord ROTHSCHILD, which all the world believed it bore, and 
which Zionists hoped, and anti-Zionists feared, it was meant to 
convey. What exactly Sir HERBERT SAMUEL has induced the Colonial 
Office to regard as the official rendering of the Balfour Declaration and 
as its poli¢y in Palestine, or whether indeed the Government has 
yet entirely made up its mind upon the matter, we do not know 
and for the moment the point is not of great conse- 
quence. We are anxious only to account for Dr. WEIZMANNS 
speech at Leeds and the somewhat apologetic tone he adopted on 
Monday evening at the Great Assembly Hall, and which was echoed 
by that robust Zionist, Mr. Josera Cowen. And for reasons we 
explain, we believe that under the influence of Sir HERBERT 


SAMUEL the wings of the Zionist leader have been considerably 
clipped. Thus he is unable to take imaginative flights into 
high regions of fine ideal, and has to content bimself 
with éasy going in lower altitudes. Let us say at once that; 
assuming we are correct in our diagnosis of the situation, 
providing the exact representation made to the Zionist leader 
by the Government or by Sir HERBERT SAMUEL on its behalf. is made 
public, then, whatever its tenor, it must be better for the Zionist Cause 
than the uncertainty and doubt concerning the Government's attitude 
to the Balfour Declaration and the Zionist policy adumbrated by it 
ever since the promulgation of that document. We have insistently 
called for some such clear and definite statement, and we hope we are 
not wrong in supposing that one is at last to be made, and, further, 
that we are not asking too much when we urge that it should at once 
be made public property. ‘Until that happens, the Jewish people 
cannot possibly know its true position in relation to the future of 
Palestine, and we can imagine nothing worse for Jewish Nationalisw 
than that the Mandate should be fixed by the League of Nations (as we 
trust it will now bein a few weeks’ time) without the Mandatory 
having explained what it conceives to be its mission in Palestine 
under the Mandate, and what it meant when it said as a Government 
that it viewed with favour the establishment in Palestine of a National 
Home for the Jewish People, and promised to use its best 
endeavours to facilitate the achievement of that object. 


The Decisive Voice. 


HOSE who know the Zionist leader are not likely to attribute 
to him an undue amount of pessimism. On the contrary, an 
ebullient optimism is one of his strongest characteristics. It is. 
therefore, we are sorely afraid but reasonable to conclude that if 
the Government has conveyed any intimation to him of the sort 
we have indicated, its nature has been distinctly discouraging. 
Sooner or later we shall know to what extent our fears are well. 
grounded. But before the cause of the present Zionist 
revealed, we think it right te say that, profound!y as we should 
regret—much more as English citizens than even as Jews 
of backing down or the white feather to 
either the Arabs or the Vatican, or to: any of the other 
elements that are combined to do their best to defeat English 
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anv sort

at the matter only trom the Jewish point of view, 
promise is going to be broken either in letter or in spirit, grieved 
as we shal! be, it will not and cannot mean that the sentiment of 
Jewish Nationalism will die out from the Jewish people so long 
as the Jewish people exists.. That is the most salient fact that has 
to be borne in mind. Fut let us add that since the Jewish people 
has in its own hands its own destinies in relation to Palestine, it is 
certain that if there should prove to be any failure on the part of 
the Government to act, in spirit as well as in letter, up to the 
Balfour Declaration, then the blame will not rest wholly on the 
Government. It will not rest wholly on the Arabs, or on the 
Vatican. It will not rest eutirely upon Sir HERBERT SAMUBL with 
his administrative timorousness and his thin veneer of Zionism, 
Nor will it fall exclusively upon the many opponents outside Jewry 
who, although not imbued with enmity for our people, have opposed 
the re-settlement of.our people in Palestine. It will rest mainly 
and chiefly upon those Jews—and, alas, they have not been a few— 
who. have played, as we have termed it more than once, the part of 
the Amalekite to their brethren and with execrable treachery, than 
which the history of any people finds no more deploring record, 
bave plotted and connived for the crushing of Jewish hope, and may 
possibly succeed in making that hope yet longer deferred. But the 
Jews who alone in this matter count—Jewish Nationalists—will 
not be finally defeated. They may bend; they will not break, 
We Jews are an ancient people, and we car. bide our time. We 
have seen mightier enemies than those now arrayed against us 
fall beneath the dust, and not once nor twice in our mottled 
history has the Jewish nation asserted itself against its 
own baser parts and risen free from the dross that has clung to 
it So far as the Government is concerned, we would offer it this 
warning : Palestine, a derelict country, sunk in the retrogression that 
bas distinguished it for centuries, cannot possibly be of any value to 
Great Britain as Mandatory, and will be—must be—a source of 
menace and danger to this country and to the peace of the 
world. None except Jews, and none except Jews who are Jewish 
Nationalists, can be relied upon to make the strenuous sacrifices 
that are demanded, so that Palestine may be upbuilt and become @ 
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land prosperous and safe. It follows that the greater the encourage 
ment given to Jewish energy and Jewish talent, the better and 
the surer will be the upbuilding. If it be the fact, as we regret to 
think, that the Government, anxious only to seek the easy path 
for the moment, has determined to throw over, either actually or 
inferentially, its promise to the Jewish people, then it will be 
difficult indeed to obtain the best service of the Jewish people 
for the regeneration of Palestine. Thus, as so often happens, 
momentary relief from a present trouble being purchased by 
disregard of the duty involved in the word of honour, will even- 
tuate in acrop of far greater troubles than those now avoided. 
The Government may limit the implications of the Balfour 
Declaration. It may cramp and confine Zionist policy in Palestine. 
But in the long run the decisive voice will be with us Jews. And 
the Jewish people will determine—at least for our part, we have 
no hesitation in believing that it will determine, come what may— 
that it will once again become restored as a nation in Palestine, 
that it will make of Palestine a Jewish Commonwealth as Jewish 
as England is English. That is the Jewish meaning of a National 
Home for the Jewish People, and in the ultimate it stands to 
reason that the interpretation of the phrase by the Jewish people 
must prevail.

The Hungarian Elections. 


WHEN there is so much that is black and dark in Jewish 
Eastern Europe, we may be pardoned for greeting with no small 
gratification a sign of the light. The Huugarian elections have 
just been held. Hungary bas recently been a very hot bed of anti 
Semitism. The most malignant and vicious attacks against our 
people have been of common, almost constant, occurrence. 
Many a violent outbreak against Jews has had Hungary for 
its scene, so that its reputation was fast declining to that 
of Poland, if not to that of the Ukraine. But Hungarian 
anti-Semitism is rather of a philosophic than a brutal 
nature. It is held there as a principle of conviction, and 
is not the result merely of vulgar mol violence Many of 
those who are thus anti-Semites by faith and whose political 
philosophy leads them into enmity against the Jew, presented them. 
selves on the strength of the particular anti-Jewish profession they 
hold, as candidates in the recent clection. ‘ot one of them was 
successful; and this evidence that the Hungarian democracy is so 
much wiser than some of its would-be leaders, is in present circum 
stances a matter for no small congratulation. Our own view has 
always been that anti-Semitism is not a cult that appeals tothe 
democracy. It is much more an obsession that finds its 
victims in those who, for personal reasons and through 
special causes, allow their thoughts and inclinations to become 
s0 bemused with brooding and illwill that they nourieh 
and encourage imaginary grievances which they attribute to the 


Jew. ‘The democracy is not so led on against our people. It is 


moved, perhaps, by demagogues who trade upon its ignorance, or 
its lack of knowledge of Jews. We have always believed that 
if over the heads of the individual haters of our people in any 
land, we could appeal to its democracy the answer would be always 
as satisfactory and as sensible as it has been in the Hungarian 
elections. | 


The Manchester for 


Our advertisement pages this week contain an appeal from 
Manchester, which ought to be responded to much more widely 
than by local donations. It is for the establishment in the 
Lancashire city of a Home for the incurable of our faith whose 
position in life does not enable them to be self-supporting. Few 
purposes should more keenly touch the kindly heart. Illness and 
accident are hard enough to bear, but there is always the comforting 
thought that medical and surgical skill will restore health and 
strength. This consolation is denied theone incurably afflicted. There 
is nothing before such a manor woman other than pain and suffering 
and discomfort day by day, year in and year out through all their lives. 
Nothing but the grave can bring them relief, and that will open only 
after yet more suffering and yet more pain. In Manchester there is 
no Home where these incurable of our faith can be sheltered and 
tended, and so they have perforce to go into the workhouse, That 
badge of life’s failure ought to be spared them, for it is seldom 


that they have been other than hard-working and energetic, so 
long as health allowed them so to be. They have not wasted 
their lives in indolence, or passed their days in lethargy; nor 
have they fallen upon their evil life-time through error 
of judgment in business or profession, or for any of the 
reasons that normally bring people within the ambit of pauperism. 
They are brought low in most cases through no failing of their own. 
Sometimes, as we Jews know, these incurables can even trace (or have 
traced forthem) their incapacity back to the cruelty to which their 
fathers and mothers —especially their mothers—were subjected by 
those who delight to wreak evil against our people. Many a Jewish 
incurable is the heir or heiress of some damnable pogrom. In any 
case the condition of these poor people, broken by disease and help. 
less in penury, should wring the stoutest heart, and we should hold 
our community in poor account, did we think that such an appeal as 
that to which we are directing attention from Manchester should bg 
made to Jews and Jewesses in vain.

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THE WAY OF THE 
“LIBERAL” SYNAGOGUE, 


--- 


By MENTOR, 


HE announcement that the “Liberal” Synagogue has, to 
to all intents and purposes, decided to drop the Saturday 
afternoon gathering as ite main weekly service is one 
that is fraught with some importance. Not perhaps so 

far as this particular section of Jews is concerned. Because. from 
all I understand, the great majority forming it will no more readily 
respond to the call of a Sabbath Morning Service than they have done 
to the bidding to them to assemble on Sabbath Afternoons. On the 
other hand, the few faithful ones who have regularly attended in 
the afternoon will foregather atthe morning time. The experience of 
Hill Street is thus only that gained in other Synagogues. In some it 
is accentuated, in others it is modified. But in all there is a marked 
tendency, manifested by the majority of the congregants, not to pay 
a call more than once or twice ayear. In all congregations there isa 
minority, greater or less, who would attend service especially on 
Sabbaths and Holy Days—and sometimes on week-days—whatever 
the hour appointed. In all there is a majority, larger or smaller. 
who will attend no service all the year round, be the time fixed for 
holding it what it may, save and except the one on the Day of 
Atonement—for presenting themselves at which they will select 
theirown hour, both of arrival and departure—and one or two 
other occasions, such as New Year and the first day of Passover. 
Indeed, peculiar in so much else, we Jews bid fair to become a very 
peculiar sort of religious phenomenon. Bound together (at least in 
the mass and consciously) by the ties of religion we set at nought 
that bond and still remain fairly intact. Whether the conscious 
bond is the true one, however, is another story which I do not 
propose here to discuss. But the Hill Street Congregation have 
shown that, however little of Judaism there is about them, they are. 
by token of the affinity to which I bave referred, undoubtedly part 
and parce! of the community, 


The Saturday Afternoon Service, 


When the movement that eventuated in the “Liberal” 
Synagogue first paid its greetings to the public, the Saturday after- 
noon service was something more than a plank in the platform. It 
was elevated to a principle. It was to be the panacea for the illness 
of Synagogue non-attendance, with the drift from Judaism which 
was its almost invariable prognosis. And it was not merely a 
Saturday afternoon service that was to effect the cure. In order to 
be successful in that direction, the service had to be the chief 
service of the Sabbath day. There were other features that were 
deemed essential—that men and women should not be separated 
during the service, and that the vernacular should predominate 
largely. I believe 1am correct in saying that it was because \'ppex 
Berkeley Street would not agree to the admixture of the sexes. that 
negotiations for holding the services there on Sabbath afternoons 
broke down and finally determined their promoters to establish an 
independent congregation. That was the ostensible reason of the 
rupture, but I fancy that as much or even more consequence was 
attributed to the necessity for the service being the chief one on 
each Sabbath day. This, of course, it could not be at the West 
London Synagogue, where there is always a morning service, and 
never throughout the year ‘save on the Day of Atonement and the 
Eighth Day of Solemn Assembly) any afternoon service atall. It was 
argued, and the contention was plausible enough, that the essential 
thing was to get people to attend regularly, week by week, a syna- 
gogue service. It was, as I have mentioned, regarded as the one 
practical means of stopping the palpable drift from Judaism that 
was going on. But it was said that the innovation would, besides, 
stay that far more common trouble than the actual separation of 
Jews and Jewesses from their people. It would modify and assuage 
the listlessness and the indifference to things religious rampant in 
Judaism. It would heal that ghastly cankerin the Jewish body- 
politic—men and women professing and calling themselves Jews 
and Jewesses, yet of set purpose estranged from everything in the 
nature of Judaism in its religious bearings. 


People could uot in these days, it was urged, attend syna- 
gogue on Saturday mornings, seeing they are then employed in 
their various vocations. It was unreasonable to ask them tc 
make the sacrifices involved in ignoring the demands of their liveli- 
hood; in many, very many cases, the holding of a situation made 
Saturday morning work imperative. They would, however, gladly 
attend a service on Saturday afternoon, which was almost universally 
free from the demands of business or prefession. But the 
traditional afternoon service was useless for the purpose in view. 
It was usually held at an inconvenient time—at the conclusion of 
the additional morning service—was an unattractive performance 
gabbled through anyhow, while the ritual of it did not appeal—it 
did so, in fact, less to those who understood Hebrew, which was its 
language, than eyen to those who knew not the meaning of the 
prayers of which it was comprised. No mere alteration or amend- 
ment or addition either would make the seryice acceptable. It was 
fundamentally unsuitable; and, besides, there was the most 
important point about its being the chief service. People could 
not be expected to attend a mere make-shift function, a gathering 
specially designed for those who should be made to feel themselves 
recalcitrants, the elect having assembled earlier at the service. It 
must, therefore, be the main means of worship, so that those who bad 


in the morning done their labour, the Sabbath notwithstanding 
should not thereby be prejudiced either in their own eyes or in those 
of others. Why should they be, and thus be discouraged from coming 
to synagogue’ The fact that they pursued their ordinary work on 
the day sacred to rest from work, must not be accounted to them as 
sin. They were the victims of circumstances and conditions from 
which they could not release themselves. even if they would. Yet 
above all, being Jews, they must be brought to the synagogue, and, 
indeed, every other consideration must yield to that end, 


Exchanged Positions. 


Far be it from me to say that there was not much that was not 
merely plausible in the better sense of the word, but was abundantly 
sensible, in the argument. And if you eliminate, as the promoters 
of the Movement did, all claims of the traditional in Judaism, and 
envisage the Jewish religion ‘as again those responsible for the 
formation of the Hill Street Congregation did) entirely from the 
point of view of the individual Jew and Jewess, and not at all from 
that of Jewry and its claim upon the individuals of whom it is com 
posed, then the contention has much in it that is irrefragable. But 
there was a vital lacuna in the argument. It is one thing to pro. 
vide a remedy: .jt is another to get the sufferer to adopt it. You may 
provide water for the horse that will refuse to drink. And so to an 
extent not in the least anticipated has it been with the Hill Street 
experiment. In the early days. when the Congregation was small but 
largely composed of those earnest in the cause for which it stood, 
the attendances on Saturday afternoons were comparatively satis- 
factory. Butas the Congregation increased in numbers and was 
recruited more and more. as was to be expected, from the 
religiously careless and indifferent, the Saturday afternoon 
services were in proportion less and less well attended. 
When some of the sheen of novelty had worn off, many of 
those who were at tirst enthusiastic attendants became absentees. 
In any case, the services have now exhausted what original useful- 
ness they possessed: they fail to draw worshippers. So it is pro- 
posed to dethrone them from their place as chief service on 
Sabbaths, to retain them only as a shadow of their former 
importance, and to transfer to the morning the position of main 
occasion for public worship. Thus the morning service which 
hitherto (for there has long beén a morning service every Sabbath 
day) bas been a secondary sort of a concern, which the Rabbi or the 
Congregation generally seldom attended, has exchanged positions 
with the afternoon gatherings. 


It does not seem tc me, as | say. at all likely that the new 
arrangement will draw more numerous Congregations week by week 
than did the old: The spirit which the Jewish World the other day 
denominated ©“ Annualism ’ —the sentiment that will turn to public 
worship only once a year—is too rife and has too strong a hold, Rabbi 
Mattuck in recommending the alteration which he confessed was aé 
best an experiment, commended it on the plea that a change had taken 
place in the habits of business and professional men, so that they do 
not now, as heretofore. go to work on Saturday mornings; henca 
a demand for a service at that time. But the Rabbi is mistaken 
if this is the whole motive of the new ' experiment ” he is initiating. 
In the first place, the holiday nature of Saturday mornings among 


commercial and professional people is by no means a recent growth. . 


Certainly it is no more marked now than it has been for years past. 
In the next place, it is difficult to understand why, because a man 
does not have to attend to business on Saturday mornings it is not 
rather easier for him. than more difficult, to attend a service on 
Saturday afternoous. Then again, it occurs to me that men who 
are not compelled to work on Saturday mornings are much more 
likely to ran away from town on Fridays for the week end than 
those who cannot leave till late Saturday afternoon. These and 
the poor attendahces at s© Many Synagogues on Sabbath mornings 
especially at Upper Berkeley Street, the membership of which is 
so nearly akin in kind te Hill Street) are some of the reasons 
why I am led to the conclusion that Hill Street will not have larger 
numbers attending on Saturday mornings than it has had on 
Saturday afternoons, or indeed that it could obtain by that marked 
failure of an ‘experiment it attempted some time ago with Sunday 
services. If. then, the whole purpose that Rabbi Mattuck had in 
view in instituting the new order was to obtain a larger number of 
congregants at his Synagogue week by week, | do not think he is

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going to be succeseful. There will still be few worshippers in com~ 
parison with the number of the subscribing members, week byweek, 
and, as now, crowded congregations there will be only once or twice 
a year.

Hill Street and Upper Berkeley Street. 


But is the purpose Rabbi Mattuck basin view the one which he 
placed before his congregation or that was placed before them by 
him on behalf of those with or for whom he is acting? I Cannot 
say, but the possibility of another object is clear. Clearer still is it 
that the alteration may have an effect, whether intended or not, 
beyond the confines of his congregation. That is why, asI said at 
the beginning of what I have written, I assign to it some impor- 
tance. With many Jews, of all shades, the main différence that 
separates Hill Street from other synagogues is that the Hill Street 
folk have hitherto held their main service on Sabbaths in the after- 
noon, while other synagogues hold their main service in the 
morning. ‘This mark of difference is accentuated as between Upper- 
Berkeley Street and Hill Street. That is to say, between those two 
congregations, more than between Hill Street and any other 
congregation, the difference in-the time of the main service is 
more prominently the chief distinction in the minds of the 
respective congregants of each separating the two congregations. 
There are many reasons for this, which need not be here detailed. 
But one of them is the kinship between the two to which If have 
alluded, for Hill Street was carved out of Upper Berkeley Street. 
And ever since that process was completed, there has been a 
constant endeavour on the part of a large number of the Hill Street 
people to rejoin Upper Berkeley Street by getting that Congregation 
to go overtothem. In Upper Berkeley Street there have always 
been a certain number who desired a coalescence. There are 
more, however, who are bent upon co-operation, co-working, 
and collaboration. The Rabbi of Hill Street has ‘frequently 
preached at Upper Berkeley Street, and the invitation has 
been exchanged more than once. Mr. Claude Montefiore, whose 
religious policy is supremely a “mixing” one, bas done his 
best to show indifferentiation as between the two bodies. The 
lengths to which he has gone in this endeavour are astonish. 
ing. It was pointed out to me the other day that he sometimes 
takes the service at both conventicles, and thus proclaims coram 
populo in Hebrew in the morning.’ religious principles which he 
specifically denies with equal publicity in English in the after. 
noon. Few men are gifted with the capacity for spiritual topsy 
turvydom with which the founder of the “Liberal” Synagogue is 
endowed, and it may be that this sort of thing is merely the genial 
exercise of a religious acrobat. But I cannot help thinking there 
is method in Mr. Montefiore’s disportations, and that he is working, 


albeit surreptitiously, as hard as he can to break down the last 


vestige of any division on account of principle that may exist in 
Upper Berkeley Street, dividing that Synagogue from Hill Street. 
Thus he hopes t :at gradually he may convert Upper Berkeley Street 
to “Liberal” Judaism and amalgamate the two bodies. Upper 
Berkeley Street has one quality that makes it a likely prey. It 
has a great and worthy reputation for broadmindedness in 
matters religious. Eighty years have not sufticed to wipe away the 
sears of the Cherem under which it was placed, and it is only natural 
that its members should experience particular anxiety not themselves 
to show anything in the nature of intolerance. And that commendable 
feeling is being exploited for the purpose of winning over Berkeley 
Street to Hill Street, and Judaism which was. parodied when 
it was called “Reform,” to Judaism whichis equally parodied, 
in fact, when it takes to itself the fashion known as “ Liberal.’ 
There are signs not a few that this exploitation § is 
winning. I notice, for instance, that the Rev. Isidore Harris 
preached at Hill Street the other day. Forsome time he refused the 
invitation so to do, and subsequently yielded because the Rev. 
Morris Joseph had preached there, and Mr. Harris felt it looked 
invidious if in such circumstances he continued to decline to do so. 
But Mr, Harris is now Senior Minister, and it was soon after attain- 
ing that dignity that he preached at Hil! Street. Mr. Harris is in 
these matters a reliable barometer. ; 

All this shows the importance of the alteration that is being 
made at Hill Street. Because when it holds its main. service on:

Saturdays at morning time, it will be less unlike and more akin to 
Upper Berkeley Street, and the “ mixing” process will be all the 
easier. Now, this may have a serious effect upon the com 
munity at large. If Judaism, as interpreted at Upper Berkeley 
Street, digappears, then Anglo-Jewry religiously will have lost its 
chief prop of what I may term its middle class. I¢ will be 
very much like a State similarly denuded. It wil! have its 
Die-hards on the one side, and on the other only its 
Bolsheviks, its strictly orthodox and its careless anythingarians. 
The result will be that the orderly evolution of Judaism 
along Traditional lines will receive a lamentable set back. 
In that evolution Upper Berkeley Street quietly, almost passively, 
has played a great part, mainly by example and tendency. It 
would have done more, if in recent years it bad not been 
flanked by Mr. Montefiore’s religious extremism: That bas 
caused inordinate timidity whenever any alteration or amendment 
or improvement of the liturgy was in contemplation. Upper 
Berkeley Street has clung to the essentials of traditional Judaism, 
and yet moulded its service and its ritual in a manner consistent 
with modern needs and modern ideas. It became an exemplar for all 
who were anxious to prune and lop off the excrescences which had 
clung to our service and our ritual during their course through the 
ages, and yet to abide rigidly by the basic doctrines of our faith. It is 
easy to see that if this Synagogue becomes eliminated, there will be 
a retrogression, if not a stagnation in Anglo-Jewry, of that orderly 
progress in the presentation of Judaism which, so long as ite 
principles are kept fast hold of, is the best labour Jews can 
perform for our faith. Thus it will be seen why I attach what 
importance I do to the decision by the “Liberal” Synagogue to 
drop the Saturday afternoon gathering as the main weekly service, 
and to substitute therefor the morning service as the chief service, 
Sabbath by Sabbath. 


AND WHAT ABOUT THE KIDDIES? 


Yes, as I say: What about the Kiddies? I really don’t know how 
you expeet the little ones to get their fortmight’s holiday unless you 
give the wherewithal for the purpose.

people who are hesitating whether they shall or shall not give—and 
{ know there are thousands of those. Besidesit would really be so unkind to 
the little Kiddies themselves, many of whom, I know, watch our lists 
and this column every week. For somehow or another, like older people, 
they manage to see the Jewish (‘hronicle, even though they donot subscribe. 
Can you imagine their feelingsin this magnificent weather of perfect days 
and glorious nights, if they have no hope of secing the country with its 
glories—nothing, except ugly slums and noisome alleys? No, I will not 
publish a list which will seem to tell the little Kiddies that your hearts 
are so hard that you care nothing for them, or the holiday to which they 
look forward so wistfully.

The Chief Rabbi's Pastoral Visits. 


SUNDERLAND.

presided, On the motion of Alderman Dr. Gordon Bell, seconded by Mr. 
G. T. Ferguson, B.A., thanks were accorded to the lecturer. Dr. Her'z 
was officially invited by the Town Council to deliver an addresss, at some 
future date, in the Victoria Hall.

SWORN ON THE EW TESTAMENT. 

In the King’s Bench Division last week, before Mr. Justice Lush, Mr. 
Micanek, a tailors cutter, sued Mr. Jacobson (trading as Maison de 
Laroch de Paris) for alleged wrongful dismissal. In the course of the 
proceedings, a point of some importance arose with regard to the Jewish 
manner of taking the oath. | 

The defendant was sworn in the-usual way without his bat. Counsel 
having elicited that the witness was of the Jewish faith, asked him why 
he was sworn with his head uncovered. The defendant said that he did 
not think that it mattered. 

Counsel: The oath is not binding, is it, if you are uncovered ? 

The witness answered that he did not kmow that it made any 
difference, and he had not thought of it at the time. | 

Mr. Justice Lush: Some people make much of it, I know. 1 have 
here a little book—“ Ford on Oaths "—whiech says: head is usually 
covered, but a Commissioner of Oaths cannot insist on this.” 
does not appear to matter. 

The witness: I did not know that there was any importance in it. 

The Associate: The witness has sworn on the Old Testament, though 
if a Jew had been sworn on the New Testament it would have been just 
as binding. 

Dr. Hermann Adier, the late Chief Rabbi, said that in respect of 
conscience it goes without saying that even if the oath be taken on the 
New Testament — however opposed such a practice is to Jewish usage— 
the oath is binding. “Ford on Oaths” further adds: “It is even so if the 
head is uncovered.” |

Polish Foreign Minister on the Jewish Question. 


HUNGER STRIKE AT INTERNMENT CAMP. 


[From our Correspondent. | VIENNA. 

In an interview with the Wiener Morgenzeituny, Mr. Skirmunt, the 
Polish Foreign Minister, stated that he wished to see the Jews in Poland 
in the same position as they are in Western Europe. He was, however, 
opposed to granting national autonomy to the Jews, as this, in his view, 
would be equivalent to creating ‘a State within a State.” He favoured 
such measures as would satisfy the cultural requirements of the Jews in 
Poland and give them full equality. 

Eighteen fiundred interned prisoners at Zalaegerszeg Internment 
Camp have declared a hunger-strike as a protest against the ill-treatment 
accorded them by the officials, and against their continued detention 
without trial. A large number of,the prisoners are Jews. Later reports 
state that by an order of Count Klebeisberg, Minister of the Interior, the 
camp has now been closed down. All the prisioners have been released, 
with the exception of five Jews, whoare detained on the ground of having 
been the ringleaders in the hunger-strike. 

The Court at Budapest bas acquitted Mr. Zottan Sgasz, the writer, 


who was charged with having said that Hungary was governed by an 
anti Semitic clique. 


Pogromists Executed. 
JEWISH FAMILY CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


From our Correspondent. | WARSAW. 


The Soviet authorities at Jitomir; have shot eleven stragglers 
belonging to the Lissir band, which operated in the districts of Kieff and 
Podolia and was responsible for several pogroms. These eleven were 
among the last members of the gang still at large, ‘and their execution 
practically disposes of the whole band. 

In the village of Krinik, near Bialystok, a young Jewess had 
repeatedly urged on the local priest her desire to be baptised. In spite 
of the priest's advice to consider the matter further before taking so 
serious a step, the girl insisted on becoming a Christian, and ultimately 
informed her family of the fact. Meeting with great opposition, she 
resolved to commit suicide. Oathe plea that she was suffering from 
tooth-ache, she procured a quantity of creosots from the local chemist: 
this she took, and died immediately. The doctor who was called in to 
certify the death, alleged that the girl bad been poisoned by her family, 
because they objected to her becoming a Christian. The aunt of the 
girl, the former's son, and bis fiancée have been arrested and charged with 
murder. The priesthas related the facts of the case, and has adopted 
an attitude friendly to the prisoners. ‘The trial is expected to take place 
shortly ; meanwhile prayers are being said in the Synagogues, and the 
local rabbi is endeavouring to secure the release of the prisoners on bail.

The officials of the “Joint” rejected the 
demand, and in consequence tho members of the Reconstruction Com 
mittee refused to continue to work in conjunction with the “Joint” until 
their demand had been conceded. In view of the gravity of the situation, 
Mr. A. Landesco, Director of the Reconstruction Department of the 
“Joint,” who is retiring in favour of Mr. Leonard G. Robinson, former 
President of the U.S. Federal Land Bank, has postponed his return to the 
United States.—/.C.R. 


Rumanian Minorities. 
STATEMENT BY MINISTER OF FINANCE. 


The Morning Post of Monday published an interview with Mr. Ventila 
Bratiano, Rumainian Minister of Finance, and brother of the Prime 
Minister. Dealing with the complaints of some of the minority repre. 
sentatives in New Rumania, Mr. Bratiano said: 


New Rumania can afford, better than any of the Eastern and Central States 
of Europe, to be liberal towards its minorities, because its population 1s more 
homogeneous than that of any country created or enlarged by the Great War. 
Ol its population of seventeen millions, thirteen speak the same language, have 
the same religion, and the same aspirations, while the four millions comprising 
the minorities speak different languages, have different religions and aspirations, 
and are dispersed over the whole territory. The majority being masters of their 
fate and of their culture need not fear the minorities scattered among them, and 
trave no reason to pursue a policy of oppression. Moreover, the Ramanians aro 
by tradition anassimilating race.

ANTI-SEMITES DEFEATED. 


According to a Reuter telegram sent from Vienna on Saturday, nota 
single anti Semitic candidate had been elected so farto the Hungarian 
Chamber of Deputies. 


Subsidies for Jewish Schools. 

The Jewish members of the Vilna City Council proposed that a sum 
of five million marks should be granted to the scbools in Vilna. The 
Peop!e’s Democratic Party abstained from voting. The members of the 
Polish Socialist Party and the Democratic member of the Council voted 
together with the Jewish representatives in favour of the resolution, 
which was accordingly adopted. The Polish schools in Vilna arc main 
tained by the State, and are in no need of subsidies. The whole sum of 
five million marks, together with a previously allocated sum of three 
million marks, will be devoted to the Jewish schools. This is the first 
time that a sum of money has been directly granted by the Vilna City 
Council for this purpose, 

The Board of the City Council in Jassy has decided to grant an annual 
subsidy of 1.000 Leito every Jewish schoolin the town. Mr. Gelberg has 
made a grant to the Jewish community in Bucharest for the purpose of 
erecting a religious school with boarding accommodation for children of 
poor paretts. He has also pledged himself to contribute a sam of 
50,000 Lei annually for the upkeep of the school.—/.C. B.

Russian Refugees and Emigration. 
At a meeting of the High Commissioner's Advisory Committee on 
Russian refugees held in Geneva on Tuesday, May ‘0th, the following 
resolution, proposed by Mr. Lucien Wolf, representative of the Ica and 


the Jewish War Victims’ Fund, was unanimously adopted and ordered to 
be circulated :— 


The Advisory Committee of the High Commissioner for Russian Refugees, 
representing all the leading voluntary societies engaged in the work of Russian 
relief, has noted with profound disappointment the failure of the efforts that 
have been made to obtain for the refugees a larger access to the great immigra 
tion countries overseas. ‘This failure threatens gravely tocompromiee the main 
work of the High Commissariat, and to aggravate the terrible problem of humau 
suffering among the refugees. For this reason the committee eppeals to public 
opinion in the great overseas countries to come to the assistance of Europe in 
solving the refugee problem Europe has already made great sacrifices by the 
absorption in its overcrowded and depressed labour markets of many hundreds 
of thousands of these refugees, and by a large expenditure of money for the 
support of those whoetil!l remain crowded, chiefly in the amal! States bordering 
on Russia. The great immigration countries are earnestly asked to share in 
these sacrifices by sucha relaxation of their immigration restrictions as wi!! 
evuabie a substantial proportion of the refugees to settle in thoir midst.

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Pulpit References. 


RABBI DR. GOLLANCZ. M.A. 


At the Bayswater Synagogue, on the Second Day of Pentecost, Rabbi 
Professor Dr. H. Gollancz offered up the following prayer: “ Lord of the 
Universe! Send Thy Light and Thy Truth unto the world once again, ag 
Thou didst from Sinai’s heights unto Thy chosen people, Israel. Man is 
slow in curbing the brutal tendencies of his being ; help Thou him in the 
fulness of Thy grace, so that the better clements of his nature may 
prevail in the conflicts of existence. We, as a people, have drunk deep 
of the cup of tribulation in the course of our wanderings through the 
world, as a lamb, we are yet brought to the slaughter, wheresoever and 
whensoever trouble and mischief assert themscives amid the fray of 
warring nations. And yet, fortified by the experience of the past, we do 
not falter or lose heart. As Thou hast been with us in the danvers of old, 
we have faith that Thy never-failing goodness and-mercy will be at hand 
whenever further dangers threaten. And thus do we pray unto Thee at 
this hour for our nigh-despairing brethren amid their tragic lot—victims of 
the War in “astern Europe; soften Thou the hearts of our brethren in these 
more favoured lands to come to their aid, so that they may be rescued 
from the doom that stares them in the face. Send them help from Thy 
Sanctuary, and support from Zion. We, therefore, pray unto Thee this 
day that Thy saving power may protect our brother Israelites engaged 
in the solemn and uphill work of rehabilitating our ancient homeland, so 
that it may prove both a land of refuge for those who flee from oppression 
in the lands in which they now dwe!!, and at the same time a centre of 
light and a haven of rest tothose who see in the ideals of Palestinian life 
sometbing that outweighs the joys of wealth and the pleasures of 
mundane possessions. O that Thou wonldst silence the tongue of the 
accuser, and cause saner counsels to prevail regarding the inheritance 
which is ours from the days of old! May strife and dissension cease from 
among our own brethren as well as among the inhabitants of the Land of 
Israel; so that the day may not be far distant when, at least in one 
country of Thy glorious earth, men, shall be able to sit in ease and 
security, each under his vine and fig tree, offering uuto Thee his hourly 


sacrifice of thanksgiving for Thy bounties which flow incessantly unto all 


the indwellers of the earth. Amen!” 


REY. 1SIDORE HARRIS, M.A. 


Ip the course of his sermon at the West London Synagogue on 
Pentecost, the Nev. Isidore Harris, M.A.. said that he would avail him. 
self of that occasion to plead the cause of the starving Jews of Eastern 
and Central Europe. In those unhappy regions a terrible tragedy had 
befallen their brethren. They had been overtaken by a threefold series 
of misfortunes. first came the War. That was sad enough ip all 
conscience. Butit was hoped that, immediately after the restoration of 
peace, the relief, which was being administered to Jewish war victims 
would enable them to rehabilitate their shattered fortunes, and settle 
down to repair the ravages which the conflict had left behind. Alas! that 
hope was doomed to be frustrated. There sprang up the Bolshevist 
Revolution and the civil war in South Russia, which terminated in a 
series of anti-Jewish pogroms of the most savage character. Whole 
communities. great centres of Jewish life, were decimated or utterly 
exterminated amidst fiendish tortures. The Jews whom the war had 
spared suffered from Bolshevists and anti Bolshevists alike. 

A wave of massacres of unexampled ferocity swept over the Ukraine, 
in which hundreds of thousands of Jewish victims perished. What was 
the consequence of all that slaughter’ There was a panic-stricken 
flight of Jewish refugees westward, and their concentration inthe States 
bordering on the Russian frontier. HRobbedof everything they possessed. 
their only hope to save their lives was to cross the Dniester, where 
many of them arrived in a practically naked condition. They made 
their way into Poland and Rumania, where they were followed by fresh 
streanis of fugitives. The misery of the situation almost battled 
description. The refugees were dying ip hundreds every day of 
starvation and disease. Typhus was raging, andthe people were without 
medical necessities and clothes. The dead lay about the streets in heaps 
awaiting burial. Manyhad been driven insane: hunger-madness was rife. 
To add to these miseries, there were wore than a hundred thousand 
orphans and homeless children. Many of them had seen their parente 
and brothers and sisters murdered before their eyes. They wandered 
about in search of scraps of food, and were rapidly drifting into a 
degrading state of vagabondage. What was to be the future of those who 
survived their present sufferings if they were allowed to grow up uncared- 
for, and cherishing a bitter grievance against society ? 

The Governments of Poland and Numania not unreasonably com- 
plained of the great burden which was cast upon them, and the 
Jewries of the world, through their representative bodies, had pro- 
mised to deal with the crisis by way of emigration. It was a problem 
full of urgency, and beset with the ;ravest difficulties. The refugees 
could not be sent back to the Nussian terror, and the countries in 
which they were congregated could not afford them permanent 
sanctuary. A Centra] Emigration Council, acting under the benevo- 
lent auspices of the League of Nations, was now at work on the 
question and devising measures to found new homes overseas when the 
present restrictions on emigration could be removed or alleviated. Such 
was the crisis with which the Jewriese of the world were called upon to 
cope. Ever since the outbreak of war their leading organisations had 
been administering war-relief funds. Those funds were now exhausted, 
and a now fund had to be raised, because the tragedy was growing, and 
involving the whole of Centra! and Eastern Europe in an ever-spreading 
ruin. he Jews of America had given a magnificent lead to their 
coreligionists in Europe, having contributed 17,000,000 dollars in relief. 
The Jews of England must also dco their share, for without exaggeration 
it might be said that never, in all the tragic history of Israe), had 80 
grave a state of affairs disclosed itself as that with which they had 
to deal at the present day. The Nusso-Jewish crisis, forty years 
ago, was nothing like so appalling in its magnitude, yet it aroused 
the humanitarian efforts of the entire Anglo-Jewish community, who 
lavished assistance on the most generous scale. The time had come 
when all the community must share the burden that rested upon it. He 
knew the plea that was sometimes put forward that they had enough and 
more than enough to do in looking after their own poor. Charity, it was 
said, began at home. He ventured to dispute the accuracy of that state- 
ment. Charity did not begin at home, it began wherever it was most 
needed. Indeed, the poor abroad for whom their sympathies were 
besought werethe very same poor whom they were helping at home through 
their various charities ; with only this difference, that the so-called English 
poor had the good fortune to be resident in England, and the others had 
the misfortune to be in foreign countries. Rat they were their brothere 


and sisters, none the less, flesh of their flesh and bone of their bone. 
But even on the principle that charity began at home, that catastrophe 
abroad touched them very closely. They could not witness the demorali- 
sation of three or four millions of Jews — practically the heart of Jewry— 
without themselves becoming involved in their downfall. The honour of 
the Jewish name a)! the world over was at stake, and for that reason 
alone, if for no other, English Jews must be concerned to avert the evils 
which threatened so large a section of Jewry. A vast sum of money was 
required for that great work of recuperation. It was a stupendous task, 
and one that called for a genmerons response from all classes of the com- 
munity, rich and poor. Many congregations had already responded to 
the cry for help, and he would appeal to the snembers of that congrega- 
tion to give generously of their abundance or their moderate means. 


Mr. James N. Rosenberg has sent Mr. Charles E. Sebag Montefiore, 
Vice-Chairman of the Appeal Committee, a number of further reports 
received from Colonel Grove and Dr. Bogen describing the conditions 


in the Ukraine. In a letter dated May Ist., Colonel Grove gives the 
following account : 


_ _ We visited half-a dozen families ina section of the town close to Gorodzkoi 
iz Polkom. -At one house was a mother with seven children; only four of them 
homeat the moment, the othere being ont.in the country digging roote.' This 
mother has as fine a face as | ever. saw; her small house was clean, the 
children’s clothes spotless, but the family was slowly wasting away. Going out 
of this house we met a boy of about twelve who was too weak to walk straight. 
He had evidently been a handsome ‘ad with fine large eyes. He sat on a stone 
where our photographer took hie pieture. Ail of a sudden the boy became 
frightened at the Kodak, aud arose, saying: ‘‘ lam not hungry, I still hope to 
live, We entered another house where there were two orphans. The senior, 


a boy of fourteen, had a bunch of grass neatly piled on the table, with a few 
grains oO! sait alongside, and was preparing to cook this, his only food. In the 
surrounding country many people were digging for roots which had survived 
the winter. The huray seed wae thé most frequently used article as a bread 
substitute

THE LETTERS. OF BENAMML

My Dear Cousin. 


[ dare say that if ever you were looking over an ancient building 
dating back to the dim, distant past, you must have been struck by a curious 
doorway, an antique knocker, an old-fashioned window, or a grotesque 
gargoyle. These things gave you a vivid sense of the l’ast; they showed 
that in the course of progress change is everlastingly going on. I 
experienced a similar feeling when, the other day,I happened to be turn- 
ing over the pages of an old Note Book wherein I bad recorded curious 
and interesting information about Jewish practices, Jewish books, and 
Jewish religious beliefs. We sometimes forget that Jewish tradition 
goes back for two thousand years and more, and that it is probably the 
oldest tradition in Europe. It is intelligible therefore that innumerable 
outgrowths, as it were, bunions and deeply marked furrows should have 
shown themselves in the course of ages, and sometimes changed the 
aspect of the background out of all recognition. 


Let me turn to my Note Book. Here is a passage on covering 
the head. It begins by quoting Rabbi Joseph Caro on the subject: 
7 RP 377 VOX. The reader will 
observe that the Siuichan Aruch does not forbid the practice of going 
bareheaded ; it merely says “one should not” go about with uncovered 
head. The reason is simple: to cover the head is the way of saintiiness, 
or perhaps good manners, NIT apy event, even this mild 
form of negation refers to the public thoroughfare; there is no objection 
to being bare-headed in the house. Such is the opinion of ‘Maharsia ” 
(Rabbi Solomon ben Jechiel Luria, 1510-1573). [It would appear, on the 
authority of Rabbi Abraham ben Isaac, of Lunel, a Tosaphist of the 12th | 
or 13th century, that in certain towns of France at that time when the 
Scroll was taken from the Ark, the congregants took off their hats as a sign 
of respect, and kept them off until the Scroll was placed on the Reading 
desk.

Thereupon it was ordained that Jews should print 
in their books **2)3, so that there could be no possible doubt that 
heathens were meant, since the term thus became a mueuronic for 
Bat even then the Apostate Jews could not rest 
content, and showed the texture of their minds by suggesting that ths 
Jews read as M3 MOON (1). Yet Jews had to submit 
to these damuably false accusations. They indicate how the simple truth 
cau be perverted; they indicate also how Jew-hatred can blind the 
fanatics. In olden days it turned on the word OY; to-day on the word 
Revolution. But the victims are the same, and the miserable accusers 
are actuated by the same motives. 

As | turned over the pages my eyes caught a note headed Nav N75), 
the [nauguration of the Sabbath. This was originally composed for use 
in Jerusalem. Friday aftermoonm was regarded as a time specially 
appropriate for prayer ({)¥0 F2), and crowds of Jews assembled at the 
Wailing Wall to pour out their hearts to God. As Sabbath approached, 
the mourners adjourned to the Synagogue for Evening Prayer, and to 
occupy them on the way, Rabbi Solomon Alkabets, a contemporary of 
Rabbi Joseph Caro, arranged the Inauguration Service and composed for 
it ‘T1732. As the worshippers approached the Synagogue they sang out, 
a call to Israel, the Sabbath-groom, to enter 
Nowadays, by turning to the door of the Synagogue as the last verse of 
the poem is recited, an entirely new meaning is given to the invocation. 
It then becomes a welcome to the Sabbath itself. 

[ also found a section devoted to Pentecost customs. In olden days 
pious Jews sat up during the whole of the night preceding the First Day. 
reciting portions of the Torah. I believe this custom still prevails in 
congregations even in this country. There was a beiief that no harm 
would come to a man who thus spent the first night of Pentecost, and that 
during the rest of the year he would enjoy perfect sleep. Another old 
custom is to eat on Pentecost special milk dishes. Many reasons have 
been put forward for this practice, many of them very unconvincing. But 
one authority, while clearly dissatisfied with the alleged reasons, yet 
advocates the practice on the ground that Jewish customs obtain in time 
the force of law ANN MIN 313. What an appropriate motto for 
the Conservative Party! Note that it originates from a people who. 
according to the egregious Mrs. Webster, are the secret band behind al! 
revolutionary movements. 

Here is an interesting note on the Reader. In olden days the }?7 was 
not a singer but actually the deputy of the congregation in the recitation 
of prayers. The congregation only joined in the chorus—in saying Amen, 
or AR or X13, while the Reader recited the set prayers and 
even composed new ones at will. On the custom of swaying during 
prayers, it has been traced to the words “all my bones shall say, 0 Lord. 
who is like unto Thee?" This may~perhaps be regarded ‘as fancifai , 
but it is a good illustration of Halachic interpretation. The real explana- 
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tion of the practice will be found in the fact that in the days before 
printing there were not sufficient manuscripts of the prayers, to say 
nothing of the high cost of such manuscripts. Therefore everyone was 
not in a position to read tho prayers himself. A group collected round 
one man’s manuscript, and the efforts to obtain a «limpse of it produced 
swaying. The custom maintained itself long after the introduction of 
printing. Perhaps the scarcity of manuscripts was also the reason 
for the Reader reciting all the prayers and the congregants con- 
tenting themselves only with the responses. The manuscript 
Prayer Book which, by the way, contained the prayers for the whole 
“year, was called and when printing was discovered the 
‘question arose whether it is permissible to hold a printed Prayer Book in 
‘one’s band in synagogue. The rabbinic authoritiesin some places appear 
to have decided in the negative, and in Yemen this prohibition still holds. 

Now for one or two strange beliefs, most of them extracts from the 
Shuichan Aruch. in one I read that between the seventeenth day of 
Tammuz and the ninth day of Ab it is advisable not to walk alone 
between the fourth and the ninth hour, since the liability to be aMicted 
by pestilence is very great during these five hours. In this period also 
the Shu'chan Aruch prohibits corporal punishment O° 33° 
On". Later commentators add the delightful gloss—not even with a 
EN. A most illuminating glimpse of Ghetto life! Here 
is another: In a leap year, the Thursdays in the period between the 
Babbath Portions MOY and )¥M (roughly speaking, December and 
January) were appointed as Fast Days, because it was believed that as 
children’s illnesses prevailed at this time, the penitentiary prayers 
would ward them off. Indeed, Mondays and Thursdays generally 
were looked upon as days of special prayers—}!¥" ‘>’, and it 
was believed that the Heavenly Court sat on both of them. 
That was why it was a recommendation to the pious not to eat meat or 
drink wine on Mondays and Thursdays. One more piece of advice, 
curious to say the least. It is a duty to concentrate the mind on the 
prayers while they are being recited. But if a man’s thoughts are 
disturbed and his mind wanders, a sovereign remedy is provided. Let him 
say three times the word "5D and then spit three times. He is assured 
by some writers that disturbing thoughts wil) most certainly (‘X7.5) 
flee away | 

I can well understand hew through the ages these outgrowths came 
up. i can well see how the customs arose. It would be a thousand 
pities if their record were ever iost. They reflect Jewish life in all its 
strength and a!l its weakness, They show that the Jews were essentially 
human. They are a most valuable gloss on Jewish History.

‘‘Benammi’” and Revelation. 
— 
From the Rev. GERALD FRIEDLANDER. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
Sik,— Your contributor “ Benammi” has again, in his last letter on 
“The Way of Revelation,” given expression to his views on one of the 
fundamental! principles of Judaism, which demand careful consideration. 
Had he lived in Talmudic times, he would have been told that all wno 
deny the principle of Divine Revelation forfeit their share of the world 
tocome. Perhaps this threat holds no terror for some moderns who 
whisper “electrons,” for they do not believe In a world to come, 
*Benammi” is good enough to tell your readers that he has of late come 
across many people who have discussed with him one and the same 
question: “ Did God really appear on Mount Sinai?” “Were the Ten 
Commandments delivered in the miraculous way described in the Book 
of Exodus” ” 
The question: “ Did God really appear on Sinai?’ betrays profound 
ignorance of the Holy Scriptures on the part of the good folk who seek 
information at the hands of “ Benammi.’ The Bible does not state that 
“God did really appear on Sinai.” What the sacred narrative asserts in 
very simple words (for the Bible speaks in the language of man, so that we 
can understand its message), is asfollows: “And ye came near and stood 
under the mountain ; and the mountain burned with fire unto the heart 
of heaven, with darkness, cloud andthick darkness. And the Lordspake 
unto you out of the midst of the fire; ye heard the voice of words, but ye 
saw no form, only a voice. And He declared unto you His covenant, 
which He commanded you to perform, even the ten words; and He 
wrote them upon two tables of stone ” (Dent. iv., 11-1:). 
If “Benammi” bad referred his friends to Maimonides, who was a 
better Hebrew scholar than Philo, they might have learnt the meaning 
of the Hebrew word 7) (Ex. xix., 1#). Maimonides teaches us that in 
this context the word means, “and He revealed Himself ” (tiuide 1, 10). 
Now I venture to think that this disposes of the first question put to 
“Benammi,” as tc whether “God really appeared on Sinai.” 
* Benammi” then considers the question, “Were the Ten Commandments 
delivered in the miraculous way described in the Book of Exodus?” 
Our friend tells us that so far as he could gather, “:. very serious and 
deep-rooted doubt” was in the minds of his interlocutors, ‘‘as to the 
actual happenings of the events narrated in connection with the giving of 
the Ten Words.” Unfortunately, “Benammi” has not told us how he 
answered the questions propounded by his friends. Instead of doing this 
he tells us that “their scepticism arose from a much larger question 
which troubled their minds, whether, indeed, the Almighty really cares 
for individual mortals.” Again, “Benammi” has left usin the dark. He 
has not told us what reply he gave to counteract the scepticism of his 
friends. He should have explained to them the wholesome Jewish 
rine of “individual providence.” 
that he has “always taken tho view that it 
is necessary to differentiate between the Ten Commandments and the 
method of their revelation.” Our friend considers the latter as secondary, 
or if viewed “sud specie aeternitatis,” as “of no Consequence whatever. 
} wonder how many of your readers understand this highly Jewish and 
classical observation. “ Benammi” quotes Philo as an instance of those 
who bave held “theories which have sought to explain away the literal 
story of Revelation as set forth in the Book of Exodus.” Ishould hesitate 
before I auoted Philo as the exponent of Jewish theology. It is a pity 
your esteemed contributor fails to give his references. He tells us that 
Philo “speaks of the voice of God on Sinai as 4 symbol—a symbol that 
God speaks to man through their senses.” Where is this to be found, 
please? In my reading of Philo I find the following : 

But it is necessary now to connect with these things what lam about to 


say, namely, that it was the Father of the universe who delivered these ten 
Maxims, or oracies, or laws and enactments, as they truly are, to the whole 
assembled nation of men and women altogether. Did he then do co, uttering 
himiself some kind of voice? Away! let not such an ilea ever enter your mind; 


for God is not like a man, in need of a mouth, and of a tongue. and of a 
windpipe, but @s it seems to me, he at that time wrought a most con- 
spicuous and evidentiy holy miracie, commanding an invisible sound to be 


created tu the air, more marvellous than all the instruments that ever existed 
attuned to perfect harmonies ; and that not an inanimate one, nor yet. on 
the other hand, one that at ali resembled any nature composed of son! and 
bedy; but rather it was a rational soul filled with clearness and distinctness 
which fashioned the air and stretched it ont and changed it intoa kind of flaming 
fire, and 60 sounded forth so loud and articulate a voice like a breath passing 
through a trampet, so that those who were at a great distance appeared to 
hear equally with those who were nearest to it.” (On the Ten Command. 
ments. ix ) 
4 Nothing here about explaining away the story of Revelation. 
Benammi’s '’ quotation from the Midrash about Rabbi Jose, who is said 


to have ‘‘declared roundly that God never could and never did come 


down to earth, nor did Moses ever go up to Heaven’ ‘s as inaccurate and 
misleading as a quotation could possibly be. Where are we told that 
Moses went upto Heaven inthe Bookcf Exodus? Has ‘‘Benammi”’ seen 
Bacher’s note dealing with Rabbi Jose’s dictum? I will not refer 
‘ Benammi’’ to the Rabbinic commentators who discuss the parallel 
saying in Succah Sa. 

It is refreshing to hear of the cultivation of the historical sense among 
Jews to-day. There isthen some hope for the modern Jews who are at last 


cultivating the sense of serious study. The Bible has nothing to fear. By | 


ail means ict us encourage the study of evidence—would that ‘‘ Benammi’’ 
went in for a little of this study, it might then be possible for him to 
vindicate the historicity of the Biblical record. Let us by all means 
cultivate the critical spirit and appreciate the idea of development, 
and it will be all the easier for ys to value our priceless spiritual heritage. 
Where do we find, as ‘‘ Benammi’’ asserts, “the predominant Jewish 
thought in Talmud times’’ that ‘found it necessary to add a gloss on the 
sound of the trumpet, the flames, and the smoke as being but pictorial 
illustrations with which to impress the people”’ If this is the fruit of 
“Benammis” critical research work, | would advise him to turn to 
pastures new. It is a mistake on “ Benammi’s” part to assert that it 
does not matter whether Bacon or Shakespeare wrote the plays. One of 
the two did so, that isthe truth: the other didnct. To »e indifferent to 
the truth is a very bad thing. It matters very much indeed whether 
God gavc the Commandments to our forefathers. If He did not, why 
should we keep them’? “ Benammi” telis us, The truth is that, whether 
the Comrandments were revealed on Sinai or not, whether Moses was 
connected with them or nof, they are the product of the Jewish genius.” 
The truth which one expects writers on Jewish history to stress is the 
fact, acknowledged even by Christian scholars, that Revelation is a 
necessity to explain the fact of prophecy in Israel. If the Biblical 
records contained no reference to Moses, it would be necessary to assume 
the presence of a great leader and genius of the type of Moses. The 
Jewish genius is one thing, quite another matter is “the Torab, which 
Moses commanded us as an inheritance of the congregation of Jacol.” 
It will interest “ Benammi ” to learn that there is not a single para.le! to 
apy of the Ten Commandments in the Code of Hammurabi. 

“Benammi” asserts that “the Jews donot claim that the revelation of 
the divine comes only through them. Again let “Penammi” learn that 
the Jews claim to be the only channe! used by the Almighty for the true 
Revelation. We areto be the light to the Gentiles. Notwvice-versa. Let 
us speak with the word of Truth and we shall prevail. Let us ieil 
“ Benammi” and the school he attempts to suppcrt that Jews will 
continue to hold fast to the Tree of Life, to the (ovenant consecrated abt 
Sinai by the eternal God of Truth, to the one way of Kevelation as set 
forth in our Holy Scriptures. “Benammti” cries, “we live in an age of 
facts, notof faith.” Heislikéthe men of little faith of whom the Midrash 
speaks. Having thrown overboard Revelation he now finds that he has 
no use for faith. Back to the Bible, please. At Sinai we were conse- 
crated, “and ye shall be unto me akingdom of priests, and a holy nation.” 
(Ex. xix., 6). “Lo. I come unto theein a thick cloud, that the people 
may hear when I speak with thee, and may also believe thee for ever” 
(ibid. 9). Thisis the true faith of Israel.

‘INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
Mr. M. D. WAXMAN. 


WAS present at a performance of “The Rabbi and the Priest,” 
at the Court Theatre a few nights ago, writes our correspon. 
dent. When the last pistol shot, in the pogrom scene, had 
been fired, and the last groan had died away, and the curtain 

Was rung down on the nurse stealing off with the Jewish baby, 
thenceforward to be reared as a priest, a lady in the audience—a 
Jewess—turned round, and whispered: “ An exaggeration!” 

At that remark the wondrous time. 
liness of the drama came upon me 
like arevelation. Here was one little 
incident in an awful tragedy, a single 
flash in a prolonged storm, a mere 
moment in a long-drawn agony—pre. 
sented with moderation and restraint, 
and without the bestial traits of a savage 
mob afire—and the onlooker did not 
believe it! If a Jewess was sceptical, 
how should the Gentile world know, 
and believe 

“The Rabbi and the Priest’ should 
be repeated up and down the world 
until the truth dawns, and something 
of the bitterness of the Ukraine horror 
has become understanded of men! If 
is the lifting of the curtain on a little 
of that ancient chaos which men call 
history—Jewish history. Atleast every 
Jew should see it—and no Gentile with 
conscience should pass it by. 

But “The Rabbi and the Priest” is much more than a pogrom told 

In a prologue. It takes that moving incident and the causes which gave 
rise to it as a starting point, and follows up their strange yet inevitable 
consequences as they work themselves out in the New World and the 
Old—the entanglements, the perplexities, the sorrow. the heart-break. 
it turns one facet after anothec of the Jew-trouble towards the sun, 30 
that they become plain for all men to see. It chastises the cruel bigotry 
of the Jew-baiter, and does not wholly spare the faults of the Jew. It 
exposes the heart of the Jew-problem—and does so with a wealth of 
dramatic power, streaked with humour, that makes the play not merely 
the statement of a problem, but a fascinating entertainment. 

Aud amidst it all—the centre of it all—moves the great Yiddish actor, 


Mr. M. D. Wazman. 


M.D. Waxman. There have been several improvements in Mr. Benedict 


James’ play since first it ran at the Ambassadors’ Theatre. But the 
most noteworthy is the substitution of Mr. Waxman for Mr. Fisher White 
in the part of the Rabbi. This is no reflection. upon Mr. White. As Mr. 
Waxman pointed out in an interview which he accorded me: “It takes a 


Jew to express the Jew,” and Mr. Waxman has brought to his task not 


only knowledge and instinct, buta strong Jewish feeling which intensifies 
beyond measure the sincerity and truth of his interpretation—and doubles 
its appeal to the Jewish and non-Jewish heart. 

He is the Jewish character incarnate, the Jewish problem incarnate, 
one is almost tempted to say. His dignity as Rabbi is tempered by a 
gentie humour and fired by an emotionalism that is the product of years 
of strain and trial—for was he not a child of the storm, born in the 
Shadow of massacre and nurtured in an atmosphere of anxiety and hate ? 
In him one sees not only she Jew, but Jewish history, and the contrast 
with the dour, hard, immovable fanaticism of the priest, played with 
great power by Mr. Fisher White, makes moving drama. 

If the Jew and the Jewish problem are to be interpreted to the non. 
Jewish world, th>y surely have their ideal exponent in M. D. Waxman. 

One way in which the Jewish playwright and artist could effect this 
supreme and vital purpose is by setting a truer standard to the non-Jewish 
playwright handling Jewish themes. Are they helping on this invaluable 
purpose’ In Mr. Waxman's opinion they are. “They are doing 30 
partly,” be pointed out, * because of the growing appreciation with which 
they are vvth received by the non-Jewish public and press—an appreci 
tion which is sometimes almost too ftlattering—and partly through the 
infiltration of Jewish actors into the ranks of stage players.” 

In that way, perhaps, the “stage Jew,” as we and our fathers knew 
him, may one day “come to his place in peace” —his place being the 
scrap-heap of discarded crudities. 

Is the Yiddish drama justifying its existence from the purely 
artistic point of view, I asked Mr. Waxman. 

“Why certainly,” was the eager reply. “The Yiddish drama is 
being translated into English and played on the American stage. One 
cxampls is the play called “Danger,” by Osip Dumeof. The Yiddish 
play is beginning to impregnate world art. 

* What we lack is the real musical comedy; but we are now playing 
famous operas in Yiddish, and also getting musical comedies specially 
written—for instance, ‘Fatima,’ by Isaac Katzenelensohn, with music 
by E. Glatstein.” 

Mr. Waxman, as readers of the Jewish Chronicle do not need to be 
told, is one of the “fathers” of the Yiddish stage, and its pioneer in the 
legitimate theatre of this country. Twenty-eight years ago he started 
at the Standard Theatre, Shoreditch. Thereafter he carried his art and 
enthusiasm to Paris, Antwerp, South Africa, and the United States. 
English theatres engaged him to play in sketches, explaining the Jewish 
types that perplexed and sometimes troubled their fellow-citizens. 
He has played Shakespeare in Yiddish, giving a sympathetic, dignified 
buman Shylock miles distant from other interpretations which be has

God’s Blessing. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 


Specially written for the “ Jowish Chronic!e.” 


“Thus shalt thou bless the children of Israel . . . the Lord bless 
thee and preserve thec, the Lord cause His face to shine upon 
thee and be gracious unto thee, the Lord lift up His countenance 
upon thee and grant thee peace. And they shall put my name 
upon the children of Isracl, and I will bless them.’ —Numbers 
vt., 22—27. 

Heaven's blessing is an expression which seems to comprise within 

itself every possible kind of welfare. Where the blessing of God holds 

sway the work of our hands prospers, the labourer goes forth to his task 
and returns from it with cheerful song, danger is warded off from our 
dear ones, and peace reigns in our home. Everything attains its due age, 
every wish is realised, nothing spends its strength in vain. Sach is the 
far-reaching effect of God's blessing, and it extends itself from the 
individual to the community at large. That is the significance of the 
Priestly Benediction, as set forth in this week's Sedrah—’ thus 
shall ye biess rhe children of Israel.” The priests were to pro. 
pounce the divine blessing upon the entire people. Consider the 
difference between a divine blessing and a buman blessing. The blessing 
of a human being, however sincerely spoken, may iuvolve the very 
reverse of a benediction, for man does not always know what is good for 
himself or others. It is only God who knows what it is that will conduce to 
our real and lasting welfare. The blessing pronounced upon one person 
may sometimes only fulfil itself at the expense of another. One man's 
meat is another man's poison, one man’s success spells failure t» his 

neigbbour, for individual interests are often opposed to each other. But . 

the Father of Mankind knows the wants of all His children, and what 

will bring blessing to all of them without distinction. To be blessed 
of God weans that they will all flourish together asa single entity—"thoe 

Lord bless thee.” 

The blessing implied in these words is, in the firat instance, earthly 
and material. That is the primary significance of the word [>73— 
abundance of earthly goods. But inasmuch as these things arc often 
lacking to individuals, the community as a whole bas need of them, that 
they may be in a position to come to the assistance of those who are iu 
want. But material riches, however widely diffused in a community, 
are not always to the advantage of those who possess the:, “When 
goods increase, they are increased that eat them; and what advantage is 
there to the owner thereof save the beholding of them wiih his eyes? 
The sleep of a labouring man is sweet, but the fulness of the rich will not 
suffer him to sleep.” We see wealth expressing itself in sordid luxury, 
which poisons the springs of family life and weans the heart of ita 
possessor away from God and religion. The picture portrayed by 
Amos of those “that lie upon beds of ivory, and stretch themselves 
upon their couches, and cat the lambs out of their flock, and the calves 
out of the midst of the stall; that sing idle songs to the sound of 
the viol; that devise for themselves instruments of music, like 
David: that drink wine in bowls, and anoint themselves with the chief 
ointments, but they are not grieved for the afiliction of Joseph,” is 
restricted to no particular age, it is true of many to-day. Therefore, to 
guard ourselves against the evils of superfluous wealth we need 
to be protected of Heaven— Ce"). In the words of the Midrash, 
yD Bhe greater our success, the greater 
our need to pray that God will protect us from levity, thoughtlessness, 
extravagance, intemperance, pride, vanity, selfishness. We must place 
ourselves under the divine protection in order that the blessings we enjoy 
may be real blessings. Our earthly welfare must not be suffered to come 
into conflict with our heavenly bappiness. In a heaven blessed com. 
munity no one will seek another's downfall, everyone wiil labour for the 
benefitofall. In a heaven-protected community greed, avarice, covetous 
ness, falsehood, dishonesty, will bave no place; honour will accrue only 
to those to whom honour is due. It may be hard to maintain our probity - 
under the stress of adversity, but itis harder still to avoid the temptations 


-and dangers which prosperity breeds. Without divine protection we are 


powerless to withstand them 

The second clause of the blessing —'* God cause His face to shine upon 
thee,” signifies the light of divine knowledge, wisiom, insight, the intelli 
gence that will guide our footsteps aright and cause us to walk in the 
paths of righteousness. We want light and ever more light. And this 
light is not to be the privilege of a few individuals, as among the heathen 
peoples of old; it is to be widely and equally diffused throughout the 
whole community. Notthe light of one star only, but the entire heavens 
jewelled with stars. But light is not always a blessing. The sun can 
dazzle by its brightness, and blind the beholder. There are those who try 
to penetrate unfathomable wysteries, they wish to see more than the 
human eye can take in, and they do not emerge from their en juiries 
unscathed. Thinking to fortify their faith by research, they lose the 
simple convictions of ordinary men. But though they have come to 
forswear their faith, they may still retain their virtue. In 
others, however, loss Of faith leads to loss of virtue also. 
Not only are their eyes shut that they cannot see, but 
their hearts that they cannot understand. From such injuries 
to the light and understanding we pray to be delivered in the 
expression: “God be gracious unto thee”— OY) pn" 
7)'2). That is to say, God be gracious unto you and give you knowledge 
and wisdom to discern between right and wrong, between appearance 


‘and reality ; the knowledge and wisdom whose beginning and ending is 


the fear of the Lord, so that your increase of learning may tend to make

Speech by Dr. Weizmann. 


“Goyish Anti-Semites and Jewish Jesuits” 


GREAT ASSEMBLY HALL MEETING. 

A public meeting in support of the Keren Hayesod was ield at the 
Great Assembly Hall, Mile End, on Tuesday. The principal speaker was 
Dr. Shmarya Levin, who recently returned from South Africa, where he 

conducted a campaign on behalf of the fund. Dr. Wre1zMANN presided. 

Dr. WEIZMANN said that Dr. Levin carried the holy fire throughout 
the Galuth, and wherever he went he left behind a spirit of enthusiasm. 
‘The Jewish people at the present moment were like a garrison besieged 
in a fortress, surrounded by enemies, who crept out of all their dark 
corners to attack them. Their foes included Goyish anti-Semites and 
Jewish Jesuits. He could, if he so desired, characterise their methods, 
but he thought it more dignified and honourable for a Movement like 
theirs, and for those who stood at the head of it, to keep ailence. There 
was only one answer they could give to their enemies, and that was the 
answer they were giving daily. In the last two years 25,000 new Jewish 
immigrants had entered Palestine. They had bought thousands of 
dunams of land, planted trees, built roads, increased the colonies, erected 
schools, and advanced the whole of Jewish life in Eretz Yisrael. There 
was only one way in which they could strengthen their fortress, and that 
was by exerting the united will of the Jewish people. [no six weeks’ time 
the Mandate would come up for ratification, and in those six weeks they 
might expect doubled and trebled efforts on the part of their foes. They 
could only answer by like exertions. The Mandate would be confirmed. 
(Cheers.) They must expect opposition for the next ten or twenty years, but 
the settlement of Dalestine would go on, and the Jewish National Home 
would be consolidated. He hoped they might meet again immediately 
after the ratification of the Mandate. He urged them to be strong and 


courageous, and to regard the amount of opposition by which they were - 


faced as the measure of the magnitude of their own task. 

Dr. SHMARYA LEVIN said that he had never had anything to do with 
politics. He had merely been concerned with the Jewish people, and he 
thought till recently that he understood his Jews, but he was surprised 
at their failure to rise to the height of their present opportunities. Their 
Jewish opponents would be judged by history. He had been pained to 
read in an Agudah paper a statement by a Catholic Prelate opposing 
Zionism. That wasa stain on Judaism, but they had survived many 
attacks on their Movement. The Jewish National fund had at first been 
ridiculed, and they had been taunted with expecting to build up a 
country with pennies. The Jewish Colonia! Trust had been laughed at, 
and they bad been accused of deluding the poor shareholders. To-day he 
could, with a clear conscience, urge those who held shares in the 
Jewish Colonial Trust or the Anglo-Palestine Company to hang on 
to them; but they wight take a lesson from the fact that 
had they followed the monition of Herz! when the Bank was 
first started, instead of having a few thousand Jews in 
Palestine to-day they would have had aquarter ofa million. They must 
not depend on miracles. it was only when Israel was young, in its child 
hood, that miracles were wrought on their behalf. When they attained 
to the stature of manhood, then they were left to work out their own 
destiny. They were again crossing the Ked Sea: but this time it was a 
sea of blood. They had not yet reached the other side; but they must 
be men, and the Jewish people must take its place among the other 
nations of the earth. Their task was not only to create a free life 
for the Jewish people, but also a beautiful life. They musé return to 
Palestine with high ideals, and thus win not only self-respect, but the 
respect of the peoples of the world. By supporting the Keren Hayesod 
now, they would strengthen the hands of the Government and ensure 
the ratification of the Mandate. 

Mr. JosePpH COWEN moved the following resolution :— 

That this mass meeting of Jews held at the Great Assembly Halli, 
London, resolves togive united and effective support to the Zionist 
policy of rebuilding Palestine as the National Home for the Jewish 
people under the Mandate granted to Great Britain, and pledges 
itself to exert every endeavour on behalf of the Keren Hayesod 
(Palestine Foundation Fund) in order to lay the foundation of the 


Jewish National Home in Palestine. That this meeting further records - 


its unabated confidence in Dr. Chaim Weizmann, the President of 

the Zionist World Organisation, thanks Dr. Shmarya Levin for his 

inspiring address on the present Zionist situation, and expresses 
its high appreciation of their self-sacrificing labours on behalf of the 

Jewish people. 

He said that Dr. Weizmann could not work miracles; he could not 
make bricks without straw, and the Juwish people could not build a 
National Home unless they were willing to sacrifice themselves for it. 
They could not get Palestine by cheering. They had plenty of enemies, 
but they had no right to be their own enemies. It was easy to work 
when things went well, but it needed men when things went ill. 

Dr. SAMUEL DaicHe&s seconded the resolution, which was carricd 
unanimously.

you not less but more virtuous, so that the stronger grows the light of 
your reason the more your heart will be warmed by the glowing rays of 
religion. 

“The Lord lift up His countenance upon thee and grant thee peace,” 
suggests the idea of a loving parent who looks upon his children with 
tender affection. If the Divine Blessing is to affect us in this way, we 
must deserve it by striving to put it to a wise use. But how can we 
render ourselves worthy of such blessing if our thoughts are selfishly 
centred in our own pleasures, and we pay no regard to the 
welfare of others? Will God lift up His countenance upon us if we make 
no effort to render ourselves worthy of His parental affection? That 
God may compassionate us, we must compassionate others; that He may 
extend to us His help we must show ourselves ready to help others. And 
the peace of God will only descend upon those who feel within them. 
selves the conviction that they have deserved it by a life of virtuous 
endeavour. In the closing words of the benediction, God's name must 
rest upon the children of Israel. Everything that they do and strive 
after must bear the impress of the name of God, They must bear them. 
selves as God's people, Then they will merit to be called “ bleased of 
the Lord.” |

CONCLUDING CELEBRATIONS. 


The culminating event in the visit of Dr. Weizmann to the Leeda 
community was a banquet in the Queen's Hotel, which was attended by 
over two hundred representative and prominent Jcows in the city, as well 
as by a number of representatives of the Christian community. The Lord 
Mayor was among those present. Mr. V. LIGHTMAN, J.P.. presided. 

Dr, WEIZMANN, who received a remarkable ovation, said how grateful 
he was to the Chief Magistrate of the city and those he represented for 
the civic welcome which had been so cordially extended to him. After 
giving a brief exposition of all that was comprehended in the 
Balfour Declaration and its future potentialities, Dr. Weizmann 
emphasised the fact that the Mandate for Palestine affected not only 
those who were Zionists, but Jews generally, no matter what their 
opinions might be. If, said he, the Anglo Jowish communities 
failed to rise to their responsibilities in regard to Palestine, then the 
resulting infamy would attach not to Zionists only, but to the whole 
of thé House of Israel. Dr. Weizmann thought that of all the 
difficulties which the Zionist Movement had to encounter, the hardest 
were those which came from certain sections of the Jewish people 
themselves. But this fact, grievous though it was, was only a 
conlirmation of the dogma that the Jewish people were a nation. Every 
nation had its critics and also its traitors, and the Jewish nation was 
nO exception to the rule. 

In responding to the toast of bis health, the Lond MAyor said that 
what he had seen and heard that day and during the week end bad been 
a revelation to him. During his official career, and more particularily 
during his Lord Mayoralty, he had had the privilege of listening t» 
speeches by some of the greatest statesmen of the world, but he could 
Say with every truth that the speech he had heard from Dr. Weizmann 
that day eclipsed everything he bad heard before. [le was most deeply 
impressed with the statesmanlike abilities of Dr. Weizmann, and he 
could assure them all that he sympathised most deeply with the great 
cause for which their honoured guest was so elcovwuently pleading He 
considered it a real privilege to have identified bimself during 
the week end with his Jewish‘ fellow citizens. He was fully 
cognisant of the good work which the Jews of Leeds were doing 
in the interests of their great city, and he specifically instanced the 
liberal way in which the Jews of Leeds bad rallied to his recent appeal 
on behalf of the Princess Mary Ward Fand. He trusted that he would 
have the privilege before long of meeting Dr. Weizmann again. 

Alderman AkTHUR WILLEY, who responded to the toast of his 
health, said that both in his professional and public life he had for many 
years past been brought into intimate contact with the Jewish com 
munity. and that he was a close reader of the Anglo-Jewish Press. Hi: 
quoted from the Jewish Chrontec/e a synopsis of one of Lord Balfour's 
speeches which he made recently in America concerning the l'ales 
tine Mandate. Alderman Willey cxpressed his sympathetic attitud: 
towards all that was implied in their efforts to restore and re-buil! 
Palestine, and he hoped soon to witness the realisation and consummation 
of the Jewish endeavours in this direction. He deprecated the idea that 
the Gentile citizens of Leeds looked with any disfavour upon the Jewish 
inhabitants of the city. Let them put away from their minds once and for 
all the idea that there was any diiferentiation between Jew and Gentile 
in any department of the public life of Leeds. The speech of Dr. Weiz 
mann had impressed him immensely. and he wished him God-speed in 
his work, 

Complimentary speeches were also mnade by the Kev. Dr. J. Abelson, 
M.A., De. Brodetsky. Messrs. Simon Marks ‘of Manchester), D. I. Sande! 
son, O.B.E., H. Morris, H. M. Simans, A. Frais, and V. Lightman, J.P 
Grace was recited by the Rev. 5. Diamond, and //fairkva’ was intoned by 
the Rev. C. Kahan. 

Earlier inthe day, the Lord Mayor, supported by Alderman Ratcliffe, 
gave a civic reception to Dr. Weizmann at the Lord Mayor's Koomes, 
at the Town Hall. The function was attended by representative 
members of the community. lollowing the reception, there was a large 
attendance at the Chemical Lecture Theatre at the | niversity, when 
Dr. Weizmann lectured on “ The Jewish National I'evival.” Sir Michael 
Sadler, Vice-Chancellor of the University, presided. 

Dr. WercMANN said that when the political destruction of Jerusalem 
took place there was no moral destruction, for there was always a 
tendency in Jewry towards a national reyival. [n foreigu lauds the 
policy was one of absorption—in Palestine it was one of creation. With 
the physical regeneration went a mora! and intellectual revival. It was 
inevitable that the return of the Jew to his native soil should be accom 
panied by a revival of the Hebrew language and literature. In concluding, 
Dr. Weizmann said he looked forward to the cstablishment of a great 
national University in Jerusalem, when he hoped that in matters of 
culture the Jews would not be looked upon.as those who took without 
giving in return. | 

On the day prior to his departure, Dr. Weirmann took tea with the 
members of the University Jewish Students Association. Dr. Weizmann 
gave a short address, explaining how a body such as the Association could 
participate in the work of the “ionist Movement. 

A large niiwber of representative members of the communily were 
present at the station to witness the departure of Dr. Weivymann for 
London. 

Mr. H. M. Simaas, Chairman of the Reception Committee, in address 
ing a few remarks to Dr. Weizmann. assured him that whatever tho 
financial result of his visit might turn out co be, a great success bad been 
achieved, as he had made a deep impression upon many of the 
members of the community who had hitherto beld aloof from /ionism. 
A*new committee had already been formed, which pledged itself to raise 
£5,000 towards the Keren Hayesod. This alone, Mr. Simans claimed, was 
worth the visit to Leeds. 

Dr. Weizmann thanked Mr. Simans and his committee for the 
arrangements that had made the visit such a success 


Sir Herbert Samuel and the Agudath Israel. 


> 


Sir Herbert Samuel! received a deputation of the Agudath Israel on 
Tuesday of last week. Mr. Isaac Landau, the Chairman, asked that 
representation be accorded the Agadath Israel on the Jewish Agency, 
and that the same rights and privileges be granted the independent 
Ashkenazi Community of Jerusalem as are given to the general Jewish 
community. The Agudah for obvious reasons refused to merge with tho 
Zionist Organisation, and no Jewish Agency could be representative of 
the Jewish people without proper representation of orthodoxy. 

The High Commissioner said. that it was the desire of the British 
Government that the Jewish Agency shouid be as comprehensive as 
possible, and he believed this was also the wish of the Zionist Organisation. 
With regard to the wishes of the Ashkena7i community of Jerusalem, it 
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was the desire of the Jewish population of Palestine to have one organisa- 
tion. This view was shared by the Government of Palestine. Mr. 
Norman Bentwich, the Attorney General of Palestine, was endeavouring 
to arrive at a compromise in order to give the Sonnenfeld community 
some sort of autonomy within the general group. He hoped that the 
Agudath would ase its influence to achieve unity. 

Rabbi Horowicz pointed out that peace could be brought about only 
by giving proper consideration to the wishes of minorities. The Ashkenazi 
community could not recognise the general town council or the Jewish 
National Council. 

Sir Herbert Samuel said that matters had not yet reached a head, and 
he would take these questions up ogain immediately on his return to 
Palestine. 

Mr. Landau said that with political recognition orthodoxy could prove 
its ardent desire to co-operate in the Palestine work. 

Sir Herbert displayed keen interest in the wishes of the Agudath Israel, 
and promised to give them careful attention. The interview, which was 
of a friendly nature, lasted nearly three-quarters of an hour.

The renewed cflorts of the Agudath Yisrael to prevent the ratification 
of the Palestine Mandate by the Lesgue of Nations, has aroused bitter 
resentment in all Jewish circles. Attention is called in the Jewish Press 


that, alone of all Jewish bodies, the Agudath Yisrael finds itself in 


company with the various anti-Semitic and Roman Catholic bodies whieh 
have presented memoranda to the League of Nations protesting against 
the confirmation of the Mandate. 

The most annoying feature of the attitade of the Agudah is that 
ab impression might be gained abroad that that body truly represents a 
considerable portion of Jewish orthodoxy as it claims todo. Asa matter 
of fact, the bulk of orthodox Jewry bas not the remotest idea what is 
being donein itsname. ‘The great number of the Agudah’s adherents 
in Poland, for instance, who aré suppofting it, do so in the belief that its 
main function is to promote the interests of Jewish orthodoxy in various 
waysand they have not the remotest desire to engage in political activity. 
Orthodox Jews who are capable of realising the true purpose of the 


_ leaders of the Agudah turn with disgust from them and are londest in 


condemning their activities, the effects of which are to weaken rather 
than strengthen orthodoxy. 

That the object of some of the promoters of the Agudab, especially 
in Palestine, is to obtain complete “clerical " control, is illustrated by 
the follove’g conversation which is said to have taken place between 
Sir Herbert Samuel and Rabbi Sonnenfeld, a leader of the Agudah in 
Jerusalem. The conversation is reported by the /id, an organ of that 
body. The High Commissioner expressed the hope that the various Jewish 
parties in Palestine would arrive at an amicable understanding. To this 
Rabbi Sonnenfeld replied that if all the Jews were to observe the Torah 
there would be peace and harmony. 

Sir Herbert Samuel: “There has never been a period in Jewish 
history when all Jews observed the Torah.” 

Rabbi Sonnenfeld: “During the reign of King Solomun all Jews 
observed the prescribed Jewish Law.” 

The High Commissioner: “But King Solomon had the power to 
enforce observance.” 

Rabbi Sonnenfeld: “That is not so. King Solomon gave to the 
Rabbis full power to guide the people in the paths of the Torah.” 

The last remark, naive as well as inaccurate as it is (for Solomon 
himself did not observe the Torah) is more than a hint that Sir Herbert 
should hand over to the zealot Rabbis full power over Jewish life in 
Palestine. 

This, as everyone understands, is the main aim and object of the 
Agudath Yisraci in its opposition to Zionism.

The Ruteaberg Scheme. 


QUESTIONS IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Mr. ALFRED T. Davies (C.U., Lincoln) asked the Secretary for the 
Colonies by what authority the High Commissioner for Palestine granted 
a concession for important public works in Palestine to Mr. Rutenberg, 
what efforts or enquiries were made by the High Commissioner to dis- 
cover British engineers who could command the capital necessary to 
carry through the work in contemplation, what were the names of the 
capitalists in the United States who are finding the necessary capital 
for Mr. KRutenberg and was the High Commissioner empowered to 
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grant concessions to foreigners without consultation with the British 
Government. 

Mr. CHurcnit., in a written reply, refers the hon. member, as 
regards the first and second parts of the question, to the full statement 
made by him on November 7th last. As was then explained, Mr. 
Rutenberg had not yet secured the concession.referred to, but an agree- 
ment was concluded with him in September, 1921, ander which, provided 
he succeeded in forming a limited HNability company with adequato 
capital within a period of two years from that date, the concession 
would be granted to the said company on application. This agreement 
was concluded under the authority of the British Government. No such 
company had yet been formed, and he was consequently unable to give 
apy information as to the source from which the capital was to be pro- 
vided. With regard to the last part of the question, the High Oom- 
missioner was not empowered under present conditions to grant con- 
cessions of any kind without the prior approval of the British 
Government. 


FURTHER ATTACKS. 


The Zunes correspondent in Cairo, telegraphed to that paper on 
Tnesday: “The details of the Rutenberg concession have caused 
considerable indignation in Palestinian and Syrian circles here. The 
opinion is freely expressed that the concession, if allowed tostand, would 
give Mr. Rutenberg and his backers a position of control which would be 
intolerabie ; and the Government of Palestine is blamed for its action, 
which is regarded as being in cvery respect an abuse of the powers 
conferred by the Mandate.” 


Jewish National Fund Conference. 
CIVIC WELCOME AT BLACKPOOL. 


The delegates of the Jewish National Fund Commission for England 
met for their annual Conference last Monday in the Masonic Hall, Upper 
Adelaide Street, Blackpool. They were welcomed by Councillor D. 
Dickinson. J.P., the Mayor. Mr. E. W. Rabbinowicz, President of the 
Commission, was in the chair. , 

The Mayor, who was cordially received, said that although during the 
seven months of his mayoraity he had welcomed all sorts and conditions 
cf people to Blackpoo!, this was the first opportunity he bad had of 
speaking to the Jewish community. He wished to say, concerning such 
of the Jewish community as he had come across during his thirty years’ 
residence in Blackpoo!, that he bad found a very large number: of them 
citizens of whom any town or city might well be proud. He understood 
that that Conference was heid with a view to getting the Jews back to 
Palestine, butas far as the Jewish community in Blackpool were con- 
cerned, they would not want to go back, because they found Blackpool 
quite sufficiently attractive. In fact, one might almost term it the “ New 
Jerusalem.” 

The Chairman, in tendering thanks to the Mayor, explained the aims 
and objects of their assembly. Ue presented Councillor Dickinson, 
on behalf of the lund, with a volume explaining the objects of the 
National Fund, and bearing a suitable inscription. 

Mr. H,. Comor proposed, and Mr. S. Cohen seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the Mayor, which was carried. 

In responding, the Mayor said that he had the pleasure of knowing 
Sir Herbert Samuel personally, and he thought the Jewish community 
might feel quite safe in his (Sir Herbert's) hands. 

After Mr. S. Taylor, Chairman of the Blackpool Zionist Association, 
had welcomed the delegates on behalf of the Jewish community, the 
j’resident reviewed the history of the National Fund. The Conference 
then entered upon the agenda. Many resolutions were discussed, most 
of them being passed unanimously. 

During the afternoon session, the President referred to the death of 
Mr. Nathan Gross, the General Secretary. Thedelegates expressed their 
regret by standing for afew minutes in silence. 

It was decided that in future the conference should be held once 
every two years. The whole of the officers were unanimously re-elected, 
with power te co-opt. Thanks were accorded to the President and Vice- 
President, on the motion of the Rev. |. Raffalovich, seconded by Mr. N. 
Nobinson, of Manchester. 

Ata reception held in the evening, Mr. 8. Cohen presented Mr. E. W. 
Rabbinowicz with a “Gold Book Certificate” in recognition of his six 
yeare’ presidency of the Commission. The President suitably responded,

COMMANDER KENWORTHY, M.P., DISSENTS. 


Mr. Arthur Field, Hon. Secretary of the Anglo-Ottoman Society, has, 
on behalf of his Society, addressed a letter to Mr. Lloyd George, appeaiing 
for the total and complete evacuation of Asia Minor by Greek and a!! 
other foreign troops. ‘The letter points out that, according to the promise 
previously given by Mr. Lloyd George, the city of Constantinople should 
be relieved from all controls and restrictions which tend to neutralise its 
independence and authority. 


We beg leave (says the letter) to turn to another, and equaily important, 
feature of the settlement of peace with Turkey and the disposal of its past 
territories. No mere sectional or sectarian interest attaches to the legitimate 
satisfaction of Mosiem opinion in the Kastern world. The loyaltyof the Moslem 
indian population has been ip the past assured by ap observance of this policy. 
Wi!) you, therefore, grant a few minutes’ attention to the Islamic contention 


definitely binding Moslems on the subject of the Jezirat-ul-Arab,”’ and to the 


secular or eiv!! commotation of these claims which, we submit, - singularly 
confirm and fully support them. 

The area known to Moslems as Jezirat-ul-Arab, namely—the lands within 
the following boundaries: the Mediterranean, the Red Sea, the Indian Ocean, 
the Persian Gulf, Ruphrates and Tigrie—ean by unalterable reasons of isiamic 
faith never come under any kind of non-Mosiem control. Great Britain bas at 
frequent intervals assured the Moslem community of India of ite resolution not 
to offend these susceptibilities. The lands within the area named above bave 
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been for centuries Moslem. We respectfully enlist 
policy which shall favour the restoration of P 
really independent Mosiem status. Such 


alleged Mosiem control are in several cases really controlled by nominees, even 


by paid de ts. of the liritish Governinent. The only effective contro! of 
its Holy Places by Islam is through the Caliph.

AMERICAN ACTIVITIES. 


Mr. P. J. Schweitzer, Chairman of the National Administrative 
Uouncil of the Keren Hayesod, announces that the total cash received by 
the Central Office of the Keren Hayesod in [ondon, from the time of its 
establishment up to January sist, 1922, amounted to £328,500. Of this 
total, £310,000 was spent in Palestine. None of this money was spent 
for the maintenance of the Zionist (rganisation, which supports itself 
out of its membership dues. 

The Zionist Executive in Palestino, which operates with the funds 
of the Keren Hayesod, disbursed daring the period October Ist, 1921, to 
January 3ist, 1922, the sum of £133,504. Administrative expenses 
amounted to only slightly more than five per cent. of the total. 

Up to the end of March, 1922, the Keren Hayesod, as the result of 
its first year's work, had raised in America the sum of 4,400,006 dollars 
in cash and pledges. f this, 1,447,410 dollars (approximately one-third) 


was in cash. The total administrative expenses amounted to 254,536 
dollars.

Aid For Palestinian Immigrants. 
ACTIVITIES OF THE VIENNA PALESTINE OFFICE. 


The Vienna Palestine Office founded in 1913, has issued a report of 
its activities. In the course of the report, it is stated: | 

Up to April ist, 1922, our office has taken charge of more than 1),000 
Palestine immigrants, to whom Vienna was either a point of ogress or & point 
of transit on their journey to Palestine. Italian visas have been obtained in 
Vienna for 6,579 Palestine immigrants who had obtained their Engiish visas 
elsewhere. English visas for entering Palestine have been secured for 2.97/ 
persons. During their stay in Vieuna all these immugrants were furaished by 
our office with full and necessary information ; legal protection—where 
required—was granted them, and help was rendered in the arrangement of 
their money matters. During their stay in Vienna, the greater number 
of the immigrants find accommodation in our homes. On their arrival 
in Vienna the Palestine immigrants are met by our officials on 
station service, who render them every assistance, especialiy with regard to 
oustoms examination and the transport of their luggage. Then, before being 
brought into our homes, they are taken for disinfection to the municipal dis- 
infecting establishment, where they are compelled to remain twenty-four hours 
before they are permitted to enter our homes. Befcre their departure from 
Vienna ali Palestine immigrants are medically examined by the sanitary 
officials of the Palestine office. Between January Ist, 1921, and March Sist, 
192% subsidies for travelling were granted to. 559 persons. As the whole 
financial burden -sonnected with this work cannot be borne by Austrian dionists 
alone, we appealed last December to Jewish organisations to render ua help. 
We are unfortunately compelled to renew our appeal. Money orders in favour 
of the Gare Fund sbould be addressed as follows: ‘' Firsorgefond fiir :idische 
Palastina-Emigranten,’’ Allgemeine Depositenbank Filiale, Wien IT., Tabor- 
strasse 7, or direct te our office, Wien 1., Bauernmarkt 24.

The Palestine Mandate. 


From Mr. N. 8. BURSTEIN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


s1R,—Dr. Samue! Johnson once wrote a pamphlet entitled Taxation 
no Tyranny.” I cannot say that he proved his proposition, as, 1 must 
confess, I have not read the pamphlet. Evidently his proposition suited his 
age, and he did not consider, as we do now, taxation the greatest possible 
tyranny which can be perpetrated in England,” ButJohnson’s poem, The 
Vanity of Human Wishes,” suite the [present generation more than his. 

One would have thought that the almost two centuries of civilisation 
and achievements in art, science, and all-round human progress since 
Johnson's time ought to have destroyed the vain pursuite of man long 
ago. But no, the vanity of human wishes is as predominant to-day as 
it bas ever been. The iwpetuous Arabs, for instance, still consider 
Balfour's Declaration as amére farce. A people who, for centuries, simply 
vegetated on Palestinian soi), and for whom the bastinado was considered 
the best civilising instrument, suddenly became free men, endeavouring to 
swamp with the vanity of their wishes the wishes of the greatest and 
mort powerful nations of the earth. The vanity of the wishes of the 
Roman Catholic Church concerning the Palestine Mandate also baffles 
human understanding. Peace and goodwill among men is one cf its 
assumed sacred precepts, and yet the Vatican ie the bitterest opponent 
to the Zionist policy in Palestine, upon which, as the Jewish Chronicle | 
says, “the Powers are agreed, as a policy that is likely to be of great 
value to Jews to raise their world-status and shield them, at least to 
some extent, from the bitterness of religious bigotry and the thraldom of 
religious prejudice in many parts of the world.” The pretence of guard- 
ing the Holy Places is a mere sham, as it is a known fact that there is 
no nation and no religion on the face of the earth that will respect more 
the susceptibilities of any religious body than the Jews. Justice to the 
Jewish people has long enough been treated asa farce. The leaders of 
the Powers in the world realise that now, and are prepared to make 
amends, and woe betide any nation or denomination that will sink solow 
in spirit as to overcome the truth and strive against light, the light that 
will bring succour and comfort to a long suffering and much wronged 
nation! Zionism is not ) farce. It is a living reality, nurtured and 
sustained by the will of God ! ; 

There are, alas, some weak-kneed Jews who consider the Palestin 
Mandate a tragedy. They think that a Jewish territorial distinction, 
pro aris et focis, will be a misfortune for a Galuth people, and that the 
anti-Semites wil! taunt them with double nationality. Although this fear 
has been exploded timés without number, still they tremb!e and stil! they 


fight with might and main against the fulfilment of the idea of a Jewish 


National Home. The irony of it! 1 am fully convinced that the time 
will soon be here when these faltering Jews will open their eyes and 
see that the Palestine Mandate is not a tragedy at all, and that it is the 
right lever by which their own dignity and prestige in the cyes of the 
world will be raised. _ ‘here is no vanity in the Zionists’ wishes. Their 
wishes are human and divine, and they consider the Palestine Mandate a 
triumph, a triumph for al) lovers of humanity, liberty, and freedom, a 
triumph for the cause of justice, and above all, a triumph for Isracl’s 
twenty centuries-old yearning and prayers. 

But victory often carries with ita dangerously shaping spirit of imagina- 
tion. The victors may be bewildered by the cheering of their friends and 
the howling o! their enemies so that they loosen their grasp. Of this the 
Zionist must beware! To say that “it was reckless of the British to 
promise Palestine to the Jews if they did not mean to disregard the Arabs 
living there,” is absurd. .And again, to say that “the utmost that is 
possible now is a ‘ Semitic Switzerland,’ with Jews recognised on an equal 
national status with Arabs,’ is equally absurd. The fact that the Senate 
.nd the House of Representatives of the \nited States at the present 
juncture unanimously endorse the establishment of a National Home for 
the Jewisb people in Palestine, proves such arguments to be quite 
pnugatory. 

The Powers, and particularly Britain, have been generous and liberal 
enough withthe Arabs. It must be borne in mind, as Vladimir Jabotinsky 
telle us, that “the Arabic-speaking populations of Asia and Africa, 
numbering in all only about 5*,000,000, occupy an area twenty times 
as large as Great Pritain—an area of some 2,375,000 square miles. This 
works out at about forty acres per soul. Palestine is only one 170th part 
of this enormous territory. Colonisation by the Jews, while giving a 
homeland to the only homeless people in the whole world, leaves the 
Arab race still one of the richest in land among the nations, with the same 
forty acres per head practically untouched for their own self- 
d_ termination.” 

| should like the pro Arabs to take note of the following brief, but 
extremely pertinent remarks of the Jiai:jy News of June 20th, 1921: 

Where do Arabs live’ In Arabia In Arabia inoklentally, but that is 
ouly asmal! part of the story. They live in Syria, and they don’t want the 
French there. They live in Palestine, and they don’t want the Jews there. 


They live in Mesopotamia, they want the British there because they turn out 
the ‘Turks 


No comment on these remarks is necessary. 

The Zionists must stick to their guns, and the Palestine Mandate 
will be confirmed by the League of Nations as signed at San Remo. The 
delay in the verification of the Mandate, though it provided materia) for 
the mischief makers and caused great annoyance to the Zionists, did not 
shake the faith of the Jewe in England's word of honour. 

At the first meeting of the representatives of the United Kingdom, 
the Dominions, and India, held last year in June, at Downing Street, 
Mr. Lloyd George said: “The British Empire . . . is the most hopeful 
experiment in human organisation which the world has yet seen... . 
Justice and Liberty are its binding principles.” If that be so, let the 
ionists go ahead, plodding, plodding away to their glorious goal, and 
all their opponents and all their traducere will disperse as the morning 
fogs disperse before the sun.

5in,—Lest there should be any misunderstanding in the matter, we 
write to call your readers’ attention to the attractive courses which are 
being held in Cambridge from July 23th to August 19th. 


The University holds its Summer Mecting at the dates named, and 
bas most kindly admitted, into the general scheme, a special series of 
lectures of Jewish interest. [In addition to a large number of other 
lectures, Italy will be the main subject of the course, and this ought to 


prove of rare fascination in the year of the Dante célebrations. The 
Italian Crown Prince, the Duke of Aosta, will evidence his country's 
participation by opening the meeting with an introductory address. 

But besides the general attraction of the course, there will be a 
special attraction to our community. The great part played by the 
Jewish scientist Donnolo in the foundation of Salerno; the story of the 
Jews in Rome; the inauguration of the Ghetto (an Italian institution) ; 
the influence of Jewish literature on the late Renaissance (through Pico 
delia Mirandola and others); the rise of modern literary criticism with 
Dei Rossi; the birth of the new Hebrew poetry, largely owing to the 
italian Jewish poetry of the Luzzatto house (including among them the 
charming personality Rachel Morpurgo); the artistic taste and talent as 
shown in synagogue buildings and illustrated MSS.—all these topics of 
peculiarly Jewish interest will be treated, thus adding considerably to 
the value of the meeting for Jewish students. 

Moreover, should there be an effective demand, other apecial lectures 
for Jewish visitors to Cambridge will be arranged. This plan has the 
full approval of the University. Addresses and Conferences on Jewish 
subjects—religious, historica), literary, educational, economic—will be 
provided should they be required. Services will be held in the Synagogue 
of the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation. Naturally, the University 
organises the social and recreative side of the meeting, and keeps in mind 
the fact that the atudents are on holiday. Some special gatherings will, 
in addition, be arranged for Jewish visitors, while excursions will be 
made to historic sites, and, under expert guidance, inspections organised 
of the Hebrew treasures of the Geniza. Asto the charms of the river, 
the playing fields, and the colleges, no remark is necessary. 

Jewish students should experience no difficulty in making their own 
arrangements for a fish-vegetarian diet. A large number of sets of rooms 
are available, and at these visitors can make satisfactory arrangements. 

In order to advise intending visitors in the selection of rooms, to 
inform them as to general conditions, and to make their stay in Cambridge 
as comfortable as possible, Mr. Philip Samuel, of Trinity College, will 
giadly enter into correspondence with any intending visitors, and assist 
them in every way. Students may rely on receiving every consideration 
and welcome. 

it is estimated that, inclusive of University fee, board and lodging, 
the cost need not exceed three guineas a week. 


lt isto be hoped that a large number of Jewish visitors will attend . 


this meeting, not only because of its intrinsic interest, but also out of 
titude to the University for its wonderful generosity in recognising 
ewish studies as an integral part of the scheme. 

Finally, it should be added that the Summer Meeting is designed not 
only for teachers and students in the technical sense, but for all those 
members of the general public who take an interest in intellectual and 
artistic pursuits.

THE ANTI-JEWISH CAMPAIGN. 

Preaching at the Great Synagogue on the first day of Shebuoth, 
Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon, in the course of his sermon, said: They were 
never tired of boasting of the amazing progress of science. They could 
not open a newspaper without reading of some new advance in the 
realms of inventive ingenuity. Could they say that that progress bad 
been accompanied by a corresponding advance in universal morality, 
could they with equal pride point to the attainment ci an ideal, in which 
humanity, charity, and tolerance were the controlling factors’ It wasa 
bitter truth which could not be denied when he said that the world was 
still steeped in bigotry and hatred, and their vaunted progress was 
towards materialism. He had never thought the pulpit the proper place 
for an election address, but so menacing in his opinion were theinfluences 
which were at work to incite public opinion against the Jew and against 
the only practical solution of the Jewish problem—the establishment of 
a National Home—that he would be failing in his duty if he did not take 
that opportunity of warning them not to be led astray by the glib 
assurances of politicians angling for votes. Hypocrisy was the order 
ofthe day. There was not an enemy of their peopie who did not preface 
his attacks by the lying statement that be was not an anti-Semite. 
Hatred towards the Jew was the hatred which every evil mind enter- 
tained towards that which it knew was incorruptible, and which by its 
shinivpg example showed up the-blackness of its opponent. It was for 
them neither to bend nor to break. The Jew, in spite of the ignorant

assertions of his enemies, owed no double allegiance to any earthly ruler, 
They were as loyal subjects of the King as any in his realm—their 
spiritual allegiance to their God was shared by the true confessors of 
every creed. As citizens of that great Commonwealth they had their 
rights, and they would and must exercise them. They would not be 
bullied -or cajoled by hypocritical professions. They were living in a 
critical epoch. [Fall consideration of all the issues had convinced 
him that the Jew who thought also of what he owed his religion 
and who placed conscience before party would be serving his 
country no less than his religion. Thousands of years ago the Jew 
recognised no difference in his treatment of native and stranger in 
the land. It was abundantly clear that the Jew was still in advance of 
his enemies, who bad yet to learn the principal elements of true religion. 
The knell of a nation’s doom was sounded when bigotry and hatred were 
allowed to flourish unchecked. It must be their task and their duty to 
propagate those doctrines which were given to them at Mount Sinal, and 
which formed the basis of all religion and morality. 


SHECHETA BOARD. 

The first meeting of the newly-elected Board was held last week, 
Mr. T. B. Herwald presided. The following were elected: Mr. T. B, 
Herwald, President ; Councilior D. Gouldman, Vice-President ; Messra. J. 
Cohen and M. Rabin, Treasurers. H. Dagut, M.A., Hon. Secretary ; 
Messrs. N. Boodson, H. Galley, and S. Myers, Hon. Auditors. Trustees, 
Licensing Committee, Delegates to the Board of Guardians, Talmad 
Torab, Visitation Board, and Governors to the Jewish Hospital were 
also appointed.

He would welcome, he said, any possibility of terminating all 
opposition to the Board. Any settlement, however, must be based upon 
a recognition of the Shecheta Board's authority. The Board itself must 
have complete control over its affairs. On questions of Kashruth, the 
Board would always be guided by the Beth Din whose authority would be 
anchallenged. To strengthen that authority it might be necessary to 
augment the Beth Din by an additional member. They had to determine 
what part was to be taken by the Shecheta Board in the Communal 
Burial Board, in view of the fact that the burial cf the poor was one of 
the Board's obligations, and last year involved an expenditure of over 
£600. The revision of the rules of the Board’s Constitution could not be 
long delayed, as they needed in some particulars to be modified in view 
of the changes that had taken place in the community since the Board’s 
formation thirty years ago. In the great task that lay before them he 
felt that he would be supported by the active and loyal co-operation of the 
delegates and the whole community whom they represented. 


HOME FOR AGED AND NEEDY JEWS. 

The monthly meeting was held last week. The President, Mr. bk. 
Nove, wasin the Chair. The Treasurer, Mr. I. Goldstone, submitted the 
monthly report, which showed that the Home is at present caring for 
twenty-five inmates (nineteen men and six women), and that nine 
casuals were provided with food (105 meals) and shelter.

the clearing of the site of the ancient Synagogue of Hamata 
which dates from the times of the Herodians. Dr. Slousch emphasised 
the supreme importance of Palestine Archmology in elucidating the 
knowledge of history, and sajd that subterranean Palestine was certain 
to contain within itself sources of renewed inspiration for humanity. The 
lecture was illustrated by lantern slides. Thanks were accorded to the 
lecturer on the motion of Mr. Bertram B. Benas, who referred to Dr. 
Slousch’s close co-operation with Professor Garstang in association with 
the British School of Archwology in Palestine. The Rev. Lewis Phillips, 
in seconding, referred to the great work the lecturer was doing on 
behalf of the Jewish National cause. 

Dr. Slousch also delivered one of the series of the free public lectures 
at the Institute of Archwology (University of Liverpool). He gave the 
results of his researches into Jewish antiquities in Northern Africa. 
From his investigations, he said, he was convinced that Jews had 
inhabited that part of the globe since the foundation of Carthage. Most 
of the Jewish texts discovered in old Carthage bore a Hebrew character, 
‘biblical rather than later Hebrew, and the fathers of the Christian Church 
had noted the strength of the Carthaginian Jewish community. [From 
data derived from Arabic sources, he could establish a list of Jewish 
independent tribes who fonght in the wars against the Romans and 
Byzantines. There were to-day several groups of types of Jews in 
Northern Africa, the Judeo Arabs, who spoke Arabic, and the Judeo 
Berbers, who spoke the Berber dialect, but both of these had a Jewish 
tinge. There were nomads as well as troglodytes, and the living interest 
of these communities lay in the fact that they had ; reserved distinctive 
Jewish consciousness. Professor T. E. Peet, Professor of Egyptology, 
presided.

Music and Drama. 


A busy musical week provided plenty of contrast for concert-goers. 
’Cello lovers found much to enjoy in the recital given at Aolian Hall on 
Monday week by the Belgian artist, Maurice Dambois. A fine tone coupled 
with an excellent gift of phrasing made the young player's interpretations 
full of freshness and Interest. 

At Wigmore Hall the same evening Mme. Aimée Nikitina, assisted by 
Mr. Albert Sammons, gave a recital in aid of the Russian Famine Fand. 
Mme. Nikitina sang many songs with dramatic intensity and evident 
sincerity, and Mr. Sammons played with his usual technical finish. Both 
were well accompanied by Mr. Harold Craxton. 

The ‘cello was also admirably represented by the recital given ab 
Wigmore Hall by the Datch ‘cellist Mr. Hans Kindler, who, on the 
occasion of his first appearance here in England, created a most favour-~ 
able impression. He played with a technical finish that invested hig. 
music with much charm. 

Vocalists were also numerous, amovg the noteworthy concerts being 
that of Miss Ursula Greville, whose singing of folk songs met with special 
appreciation. Miss Rosalie Miller also provided a pleasant programme, 
and another of the younger school of singers was Sybil Cropper. 

To fill Queen’s Hall for a vocal recital is a triumph in itself, and 
certainly Miss na Bates found a very large and appreciative audience: 
awaiting her on Tuesday week, when she had the support of the Queen’s 
Hall Orchestra, conducted by Sir Henry J. Wood. Miss Bates bas a 
soprano voice of pleasant quality and good tonal capacity. She was 
heard to good advantage in one of Gluck’s Arias and Camille d’ Erlanger’s 
“Le Carnival,” but in dramatic works, such as Michaela’s song from 
Carmen, for instance, she was not well suited. 

Two interesting violin recitals were given on Wednesday, namely, 
those of Mr. John Dunn, the English player, who had the support of Mr. 
Eugene Goossens and the London Symphony Orchestra at Queen's Hall, 
and of Mr. Albert Spalding, the American player, at Wigmore Hall. Both 
artists, who have already achieved considerable reputations for artistic 
work, were in good form, and both received enthusiastic appreciation 
from their audiences. 

The knighthood of Mr. Dan Godfrey, the famous conductor of the 
Bournemouth Municipal Orchestra, is one that has been long expected 
and deserved, for few, if indeed any, conductors have done more to 
further the cause of music in general, and British music in particular. 
It is due to bis endeavours that the orchestra was maintained throughout 
the dark days of the war. 

For any ordinary amateur society to undertake the performance of 
“ Adrienne Lecouvreur” would be regarded as over ambitions, but it is 
safe to say that a veritable triumph of acting was achieved just recently 
by Miss Kay Pozoer (Mrs. Angelo Leibler) and her associates and pupits at 
the Cripplegate Theatre.

Mr. Maurice L. Perlzweig, B.A., the Minister, said 
that the constant and steady growth of their numbers showed that the 
congregation was auswering a very real need. They were only at the 
beginning of their work, for there was an appallingly large number of 
young Jews and Jewesses in that district who were completely out of 
Sympathy with the older presentations of Judaism. Classes had been 
established in which Hebrew was being taught by the Ibrith b'!brith 
method, There was a Literary and Social Section. He hoped they 
would never degenerate into a mere burial Society, and that they would 
make their influence felt in the general life of the community. Their 
venture was not without significance for the community as a whole, and 
their example would probably be followed elsewhere. They had 
proved that it was possible for new congregations to develope on their 
own lines, and that an ecclesiastical autocracy was as unnecessary as it 
was un-Jewish. It was of the essence of Liberal Judaism that it 
repudiated the idea of orthodoxy, as well in new as in old forms, and that 


it believed that a vigorous religious life could be founded only on a basis 
of congregational autonomy.

of his children, because he has only to cast back to the days of his 
own youth to conceive what are the aspirations of youth. The havoc, 


phe says, is wrought by the semi-literate or illiterate parent. 


More 


often than not it is from such as these that the child of genius is 


produced —with literary, musical, or artistic yearnings. 


But Rachel 


suggests that the tactful child may surmount this estrangement of 
thought, and “while it is up to sensible parents to make every 
allowance for the child, so the child should be kindly and considerate 


to the parents in return.” 


She herself is English-born, and though 


her parents are foreign they can speak English well, and she and her 


prothers and sisters can also speak Yiddish.

Frank Ginberg says that a boy brought up under English con- 
ditions cannot easily acquire that Hebrew education that was his 
father’s only refuge, eomfort, and solace in terrible times of stress. 
He is further estranged from Hebrew studies by the lack of sympathy 
of the teachers, who despise their English-bori pupils as “ Englisher 


donkeys.” 


Another reason Frank advances for Jewish boys being 


sbut out from the ideas that might link them closer to their fathers is 
the lack of opportunity of joining societies such as those which play 


such an important role in church organisations. 


He believes that if 


Judaism were presented in a brighter way there would be less 


drifting apart. 


He records with satisfaction that so far as he is 


concerned this estrangement does not exist, and he is loyal to 


Jadaism without parental coercion. 


NATIONALISM AND RELIGION. 
A new point of view is put forward by Stanley A. Lyons, of 


Brondesbury, who writes: 


The mind of the younger generation in Anglo-Jewry to-day is, no doubt, 
being developed in a far different atmosphere than was the case half-a- 


century ago. 


Jewish afflaira are regarded by the youthful element some- 


what nationally, while the parents are more inclined to stress the religious 
aspect of the question. This gulf is probably the outcome of the elders 
having been trained in the old orthodox school while the children have often 
received their education from Jewish and Gentile sources, bave absorbed 
that spirit of modernism (in common with the general community) that 
invariably clashes with religious aspirations, and, owing to the gigantic 
strides made by Zionism, realise that the latter being practical, sentimental, 
and idealistic, te inclined to displace religion as the great stronghold of the 
Jewish people. it is interesting to note that the Jewish population in 
England to-day is far more extensive than it was some fifty yearsago. Let 
us take a spectr: case; in those days London Jewry was, in a sense, ‘‘ one 
large family,’’ to-day 150,000 Jews—one-half of the entire Jewish population 
of the British Isles—reside in London, and Jewish educational tmstitutions 
have not teereased in reasonable proportion. The crux of the whole question, 
therefore, lies in the fact that the older and the younger generations are the 
products of widely varying circumstances. The difference in temperaments 
can thus be put ina nutehe. A small compact Jewish community of the 
latter half of the nineteenth century enabled a rigorous Jewish education ; 
the large increase and dissemination of the Jews during the twentieth 
century has rendered communal actiyities increasingly difficult, and con- 
sequently Zionism, having eppeared prominently in the political arena, has 


aroused a new sense of MPP, individuality.
